REPORT: 


And in doing this, they crave the indulgence of 
the Council, while they revert to the experiment al- 
ready made of a High School for Girls, and present 
a summary view of the present condition of the 
schools for girls maintained by the City ; in order to 
show the reasons which have led them to their pres- 
ent conclusions. 

It is now about ten years since the establishment 
of a High School for Girls, by way of experiment, to 
ascertain if it were practicable to engraft such a 
Seminary upon the system of free schools supported 
by the City of Boston. 

The design of the School Committee in the com- 
mencement was, as appears from their records, to ad- 
mit girls from the age of eleven to fifteen years, suita- 
bly qualified, and to allow them, as at the High School 
for Boys, a course of three years instruction. Accor- 
dingly, the most convenient and capacious School 
Room, owned by the City, was fitted up for the 
School, and February 22d, 1826, was appointed as 
the time for the examination of candidates. 

But, it having become apparent that the number 
of candidates for admission to a school of such high 
promise, supported by the City, would far exceed 
the expectations of the Committee and the accommo- 
dations provided, a special meeting of the Board was 
held the day preceding the examination, to see what 
_ could be done in this dilemma. It was concluded to 
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* 

direct the Sub-Committee of the High School for 
Girls, to examine all the candidates, and revort to 
the School Committee “ the names, ages, and stand- 
ing of all whom they shall find qualified for admis- 
sion, agreeably to the regulations heretofore adopted, 
that this Committee may determine what classes of 
them shall be admitted.”’* After the examination, the 
Sub-Committee presented to the Board, in a tabular 
view, the ages and marks of proficiency against each 
of two hundred and eighty six girls, but without their 
names. 

The School Committee, finding that their School 
Room would accomodate only about one hundred and 
thirty, at most, voted “ that all between eleven and 
twelve years of age, be stricken from the list of ap- 
plicants ;?’* and of the remainder, they admitted one 
hundred and thirty three of those best qualified. 

Thus in the very outset the School Committee 
were compelled to disappoint more than half of the 
candidates for admission. But difficulties increased. 
When the school had been in operation about six 
months, a communication was received by the Board 
from the Sub-Committee of the High School for 
Girls, stating ‘‘ that the present number of the School 
was one hundred and thirty, that very few, if any, 
would be excluded the ensuing year—that, according 
to the best calculations that could be made, the can- 
didates for admission at the then next ensuing exam- 
ination would be to the number of four hundred and 
twenty seven.”+ ‘The Sub-Committee urged the ne-

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cessity of further accommodations, and the adoption 
of such measures as would enable them to admit all 
who should be found qualified, without reference to 
the number, or to the capacity of the School rooms ; 
intimating that nothing short of this, would satisfy 
the parents of girls qualified for admission, and de- 
sirous of participating in the privileges enjoyed by 
others. 

From this state of things, the ‘“‘ Committee con- 
cluded that one or other of the following courses 
must be adopted, either the High School for Girls 
must be wholly abandoned, or two High Schools be 
provided for the present year, with the prospective 
certainty of increasing the number of this species of 
schools each succeeding one or two years, as the City 
increases ; or new principles must be adopted in re- 
lation to admission ; so as to diminish the number of 
candidates, and to retain the females longer in the 
Grammar and Writing Schools.” 

The last course the Sub-Committee recommend- 
ed, and resolutions were accordingly adopted, pro- 
viding — 

‘¢1, That no scholar be admitted into the Female 
High School, until she shall have attained the age of 
fourteen, nor after she shall have attained the age of 
sixteen, nor shall remain longer than one year. 

2. ‘That requisitions for the Female High School 
shall be every thing taught in the public Grammar 
and Writing Schools.’’* 

Thus we see that within a year from the estab- 
lishment of this School, it was found necessary, from

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the numbers pressing into it, to abandon the _princi- 
ples upon which it had been established, both as to 
the age and qualifications for admission; and the 
_ time of continuing in it. And at the close of the 
second year, on the resignation of the distinguished 
and highly gifted gentleman, who had hitherto pre- 
sided over it, a Sub-Committee was appointed by the 
School Committee, of which the Hon. Josiah Quin- 
cy, then Mayor, was Chairman, to consider and re- 
port whether the High School for Girls should be 
continued, or other means be adopted for extending 
the advantages of females at the Public Schools. 
From the report of this Committee, dated February 
8th, 1828, we learn that to continue the School on 
the plan of its establishment ‘ provision must be made 
for from eight to twelve hundred scholars in the jist 
three years, at an expense of two High School Hous- 
es, with suitable preparations, which would cost not 
less than fifty thousand dollars.’ ‘The report goes 
on to state, that in no view, which could be taken of 
it, could the Sub-Committee feel justified in recom- 
mending its continuance ; and adds, ‘“ It 1s obvious- 
ly far preferable to arrange all our Grammar and. 
Writing Schools, so as that the standard of education 
im them may be elevated and enlarged ; thereby mak- 
ing them all, as wt respects Females, in fact High 
Schools, in which each child may advance according 
to ws attainments to the same branches, recently 
taught in that School.” 

This report was accepted, and no one was ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy in the School occasioned 
by the resignation of the gentleman at the head of it. 
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But the School Committee immediately set about in- 
stituting a new order of things in conformity with 
the plan recommended in Mr. Quincy’s report, and 
on the 21st of February 1828, appointed seven gen- 
tlemen of their board “ to consider the new branches 
to be introduced into the Grammar and Writing 
Schools and the extension of the time of females in 
those Schools.” 

Here your Committee beg leave to remind the 
Council, that at this time females were allowed 
to attend the public Grammar and Writing Schools 
but six months in a year, say from April to Oc- 
tober, and to continue in them only till fourteen years 
of age. The number then belonging to these Schools 
was 1,377. But these were not the chief sources 
from which the High School was filled, more than one 
half the pupils being furnished by private Schools.* 

Your Committee, anxious to learn the actual state 
of the Female Grammar Schools, that the Council 
may judge to what extent the improvements contem- 
plated at the time of the discontinuance of the High 
School have been realized, and how far there may 
be any grounds for the petition now before them, 
have personally visited several of these favored insti- 
tutions. ‘They find them conveniently arranged in 
commodious buildings, with able and well educated 
teachers at their heads, who evince a lively interest 
in their calling. 

The range of studies is much eniirsenl enabling 
the pupils to acquire all the learning, of a substantial 
character, necessary for a female in order to fill with 

dignity and propriety any station, however elevated,

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in domestic life—and this too, not mercly in theory 
and displayed in the list of studies, as what may be 
taught. In all the branches pertaining to a Grammar 
School education, many of the girls were exact be- 
yond belief, and appeared well qualified for teachers 
themselves. And, as respects the highest class, your 
Committee were scarcely less surprised, than grati- 
fied, by the ease and familiarity with the subjects 
manifested by their answers to questions in History, 
Natural Philosophy, Book-keeping, Geometry, and 
Astronomy ; and in the solution of Algebraic Equa- 
tions and Problems. And they could not but regret 
that the petitioners for a High School for Girls were 
not present to be convinced that their wishes were 
already accomplished. But the reason is obvious. 
Girls are admitted into these seminaries at the age 
of seven years, and allowed to continue uninterrupt- 
edly till sixteen; two years longer than boys are per- 
mitted to stay at the Grammar Schools, devoting 
nine years toa course of exact and useful studies, 
embracing nearly, if not quite all, that was taught 
in the High School for Girls ; or need be taught in 
any School, except ornamental accomplishments. 
The only branch that occurs to your Committee, 
as taught in the late High School and not in these, 
is Moral Philosophy. And this there is ample time 
and opportunity for introducing, whenever the School 
Committee may deem it expedient, and select, as a 
text book, some suitable treatise on the subject. 
There is, however, one deficiency, which may be 
supplied at a trifling expense, and which is respect- 
fully suggested for the consideration of the School 
Committee ; and that is the want of a small Philo- 
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sophical Apparatus, by the aid of which the princi- 
ples of Natural Philosophy would be better under- 
stood and longer retained. By personal inquiry and 
examination, your Committee have ascertained that 
a neat set of instruments, sufficient for the experi- 
mental illustration of the properties of Air, Water, 
Electricity, &c., including the recently invented Hy- 
drostatic Bellows, and an Electrical Machine of con- 
venient size with its appurtenances, may be furnish- 
ed for fifty two dollars. And your Committee re- 
commend to the Council an appropriation sufficient 
to supply each of the Public Female Schools with an 
apparatus of this kind. This seems but equal justice, 
as the High School for Boys is furnished with a very 
complete ahd valuable Philosophical Apparatus. 

There are in the City seven Public Female Gram- 
mar and Writing Schools, besides the Smith School 
for colored children, containing by the last returns, 
upwards of two thousand girls. Each of these 
Schools, with little or no additional expense to the 
City, may be rendered capable of bestowing upon 
the Females of Boston an education similar, and 
equal in value, to that acquired at the late High 
School for Girls. And to institute a higher School, 
or order of Schools for Girls, would be to strike a 
fatal blow at the prosperity and usefulness of these 
Seminaries by reducing them at once to a secondary 
erade. And by taking away the brightest and most 
forward of the scholars, you would take with them 
the life of the schools, as well as the Si and orna- 
ment of their teachers. 

It is difficult to estimate the value of that influence 
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upon a school and its teachers, which is exerted by 
the first class, in the last stages of a highly finished 
education. 

If a High School for Girls be necessary, we must 
establish not one only, but an indefinite number. 
For if, as stated above, the School Committee found 
it necessary in 1828 to make provision for from eight 
to twelve hundred Girls, when the population of the 
City was much smaller than at present, and the op- 
portunity for Girls to qualify themselves for a High 
School so vastly inferior to what they have been for 
eight years past, what number must we now expect 
to provide for °* 

Your Committee made inquiry at the different 
Schools, what number of Girls would probably be 
found in each qualified for such a High School as 
that formerly established, and the answers were, 
“from fifty to seventy-five ;’? which would make be- 
tween four and five hundred from the seven Public 
Schools, and we must expect certainly quite as many 
from Private Schools. ‘Thus we must begin with 
about nine hundred, and yearly have to provide for 
about two-thirds of this number, making fifteen hun- 
dred for the second year, and more for the third 
and after, if the course be continued more than two 
years. — 

But a limit to instruction at the public expense 
must be fixed somewhere; and your Committe can- 
not perceive either wisdom or justice in placing it 
beyond the point attainable in our present order of

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Public Schools, especially when pushed to the de- 
gree of excellence of which they are capable. To 
cherish these, and render them as perfect and as ef- 
ficient as possible, appears to be the true interest of 
the City. And any attempt to establish a new order 
of Schools would be alike impolitic and unnecessa- 
ry; for it would essentially injure these Schools, to 
say nothing of jeopardizing the whole system by 
pushing it too far; and it would call in from private 
seminaries those, whose parents are able and willing 
to educate them there. ‘The increased advantages en- 
joyed by Girls in these Schools in being allowed to re- 
main two years longer than Boys, and to devote this 
time to the higher departments of learning, may be 
considered a fair offset against the Latin School and 
the High School for Boys. Besides this, the reas- 
oning for these Schools does not apply to similar 
ones for Girls. ‘The future destination of Boys, as 
to their pursuits and professions, among which may 
be reckoned services to the community in public sta- 
tions, requires a difference in their preparation. ‘“*And 
the essential reason for supporting these Schools at 
the public expense is, that they enable every indi- 
vidual in the community, however poor, to have his 
son educated for the particular profession, or pursuit 
in life, for which his talents destine him.” 
Here the Poet’s complaint, 
“Slow rises worth by poverty depressed,’™* 

happily, does not apply. For when slumbering ge- 
nius awakes, though it be in the meanest hovel, it is 
nursed and nurtured into manhood, and enlisted into

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the service of the republic. Nor do the difficulties 
from numbers apply to these Schools, which have been 
seen to defeat the High School for Girls. For Boys 
at fourteen are apprenticed, unless designed for the 
counting room, or a literary profession; so that the 
number seldom exceeds ahundred and sixty or seventy 
in each of these Schools,* although so richly furnish- 
ed with the means of instruction; and years of experi- 
ence show, that these two are sufficient for the City, 
But Girls in general have little to prevent them from 
attending School till seventeen years old, and con- 
sequently most of them would continue through the 
whole course of studies; and it is worthy of remark 
that not a single Girl voluntarily left the High 
School during its continuance ; whereas the Boys, 
who enter the High School, are constantly leaving 
it, as places in stores and counting rooms are found 
for them; and a very small proportion of those, who 
enter, continue through the three years’ course. 
With regard to the establishment of the former 
High School for Girls, it appears that the plan orig- 
inated with the School Committee, who, having de- 
cided on making trial of such an institution, applied 
to the City Council for approbation, and the means 


of carrying it into effect.t When satisfied, by the 


difficulties already alluded to, of the inexpediency 
of attempting its further continuance, they suffered 
it to cease by neglecting to appoint a successor to 
the gentleman who had resigned, as stated above. 
Your Committee therefore recommend the pass-

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ing of the following Resolve, and of the Order sub- 
joined to this Report.

The Committee have found it necessary, accord- 
ing to their views of the public interests of the City, 
to propose an increase of the Auditor’s Estimates in 
several instances. ‘The Estimate for Salaries of In- 
structers was founded upon the supposition that, on 
the opening of the two new School Houses, one of 
the other Schools would be discontinued. The 
Committee believe that this will not be the case, 
and have, therefore, added a sum sufficient to defray 
the expenses of another School. 

The Estimate of the Auditor for widening and 
extending Streets, is $30,000—this sum the Com- 
mittee believe will be found insufficient to meet the 
expenditures for those objects. ‘The improvements 
that will be required within the ensuing year, to- 
gether with the settlements for those of former 
years, the damages of which are yet unadjusted, will 
involve a much greater expenditure than the estimate 
contemplates. The Committee, therefore, recom- 
mend an Appropriation of $50,000 for that purpose, 
and they believe that money judiciously applied to 
the widening and improving the Streets of our City, 
is money well expended. , 
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The necessity of erecting a new Hook and Lad- 
der House near the centre of the City, requires a 
larger sum to be appropriated under the head of En 
gine Houses. ‘The Committee have added $3,000, 
making that Appropriation $8,000. | 

The Committee, in consequence of an Order re- 
cently passed by the City Council, declaring the 
expediency of erecting an iron fence around the 
Common, have inserted an Appropriation, to meet 
that portion of the expense of such a fence which is 
to be borne by the City. 

After inserting all these additional 

amounts, the Committee find the 

aggregate amount of the Appropri- 

ations which they consider neces- 

sary for the purposes of the ensu- 

ing financial year, to be 586,075 00 
Towards defraying this expenditure, 

it is estimated that the City will 

have, during the year, an Income 

from Rents, and other sources in- 

dependent of ‘Taxes, amounting to 106,075 00 


Leaving to be provided for, either by 


Taxes or Loans, the sum of 480,000 00 
The amount of Tax laid the last year, 
deducting abatements, was 400,000 00 


If the same amount of Tax was levied 
for the present year, it would leave 
still to be provided for, in some

This Committee are fully impressed with the 
opinion that great caution should be used by the 
City Council, in increasing the Public Debt of the 
City—and that, even of those improvements which 
are of so permanent a character as to promise to be 
greatly beneficial to posterity, a large portion of the 
expense should be borne at the time it is incurred. 
But, on reviewing carefully the estimated expendi- 
tures of the next financial year, the Committee find a 
large portion of them the benefit of which is likely 
to be permanent. The completion of the new 
School Houses, the erection of Primary School 
Houses, the widening of Streets, the building of Re- 
servoirs, the fence around the Common, and the alter- 
ation of the House of Correction, are of this char- 
acter. 

Under these circumstances, the Committee pro- 
pose to divide the sum of $80,000, adding $40,000 
to the Tax of the last year, and making a Loan of 
$40,000 to meet the balance. } 

The Committee, in pursuance of the views here 
expressed, have prepared three several Orders—one 
making the necessary Appropriations for the year— 
the second, levying a Tax of ¢445,000—and a third, 
authorizing a Loan of §40,000—which they recom- 
mend to the adoption of the City Council.

It is hereby ordered by the City Council, That 
to defray the expenses of the City of Boston, and . 
the County of Suffolk, for the next financial year, 
which commences on the first day of May, one thous- 
and eight hundred and thirty-six, and closes on the 
thirtieth day of April, one thousand eight hundred 
and thirty-seven, the following sums of money be, 
and the same are hereby, respectively, appropriated ; 
—that is to say, 

For Salaries of the Instructers of all the Schools, 
except the Primary Schools, fifiy-siz thousand and 
fie hundred dollars. 

For the usual annual expenses of the Primary 
Schools, twenty-two thousand and fwe hundred 
dollars.

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For the payment of two Annuities ;— one for the 
purchase of George’s and Lovell’s Islands, the other 
as compensation for a life estate in land taken by the 
City, six hundred and twenty-five dollars. 

For payments for Militia duty, under a law of the 
Commonwealth, three thousand dollars. 

For Printing and Stationary, three thousand dollars. 

For the Internal Health Department, including 
sweeping the Streets, and removing House Dirt and 
other nuisances, twenty-four thousand dollars. 

For the External Health Department,—expenses 
of Quarantine, including the repairs of the buildings 
on Rainsford Island, fwo thousand dollars. 

For the Overseers of the Poor, besides moneys 
received for the support of Poor belonging to other 
towns, (all moneys accruing for the support of State 
paupers to be paid into the City Treasury,) thirteen 
thousand and two hundred dollars. 

For the Directors of the House of Industry :— 
besides income from the establishment at South 
Boston, and moneys received for the support of 
Poor belonging to other towns, (all moneys accruing 
for the support of State paupers to be paid into the 
City Treasury,) twenty-three thousand and two 
hundred dollars. 

For the establishment for the employment and 
reformation of Juvenile Offenders, seven thousand 
dollars. 

For preparing and furnishing the new building for 
the House of Reformation, and for laying out the 
lands about the House, three thousand and eight 
hundred dollars. 
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For altering and fitting up the west wing of the 
House of Correction, at South Boston, fifteen thou- 
sand dollars. 

For the County of Suffolk :—including expenses 
of the Courts, Jails, House of Correction, and all 
other charges, except salaries, thirty-one thousand 
and five hundred dollars. 

For the payment of Interest on the Public Debt 
of the City, stxty thousand dollars. 

For the reduction of the Principal of the Public 
Debt of the City, fifteen thousand dollars. 

For Incidental Expenses, and Miscellaneous 
Claims, not justly chargeable to any of the foregoing 
heads of Appropriation, five thousand dollars. 

For a Reserved Fund :—to be applied to such 
purposes as the City Council may hereafter deem 
proper, eleven thousand six hundred and (fifty 
dollars. 

And it is further Ordered, That no excess in any. 
of the respective Appropriations aforegoing shall be 
allowed by the Auditor of Accounts, or paid by the 
Treasurer of the City and County, unless authorized 
by an Order of the City Council.

The Auditor of Accounts, in compliance with the 
provisions of one of the City Ordinances, has the 
honor to lay before the City Council an Estimate of 
the amount of money necessary to be raised, for the 
ensuing financial year, under the respective heads of 
Appropriation. He has, also, annexed an Estimate 
of the Ways and Means, by which the contemplated 
expenditures are to be met. 

The proposed Appropriations, are, chiefly, for the 
purpose of defraying the ordinary expenses of the 
City Government, and for carrying on, and complet- 
ing, such works as have been authorized by Orders 
of the City Council. — The amounts necessary in 
the different departments, have been ascertained by 
communicating with the different Boards and Off- 
cers having charge of those departments. Detailed 
statements, received from the Overseers of the Poor, 
the Directors of the House of Industry, and the Di- 
rectors of the House of Reformation, accompany, 
and are submitted as part of this Report. 

The fitting up of the west wing of the House of 
Correction having been determined upon by the City 
Council, an Appropriation is inserted for that object. 
The estimate for the expenses of the public Schools 
is considerably increased beyond that of the last 
year, owing to an increase of the number and com- 
pensation of the teachers. ‘The amount of the Esti- 
mate for Salaries of the Instructers of the Grammar” 
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and Writing Schools is predicated upon the supposi- 
tion that, when the two School Houses now being 
erected are completed, the present Adams School 
will be discontinued — if, on the contrary, it 1s in- 
tended to add two new Schools to the present num- 
ber, the Appropriation must be increased in the sum 
of about $4,500. 

The Auditor has conversed with the gentleman re- 
cently placed at the head of the Fire Department, 
on the subject of the construction of Reservoirs to 
contain water for the extinguishment of fires. The 
Chief Engineer states, as the result of his long ex- 
perience in the Department, that nothing is so much 
wanted, to ensure the efficiency of the Department, 
as an increased number of Reservoirs. ‘There are 
many points in the City where there is a great defi- 
ciency of water ;— and he thinks that one Reservoir 
would add more to the effective power of the De- 
partment than three Engines. Under this represen- 
tation, the Auditor has introduced an Appropriation 
of $10,000 — for building Reservoirs, which will, 
probably, be adequate to the construction of ten or 
twelve, within the ensuing year. 

These additional expenditures, if they are ordered 
by the City Council, will make it necessary to add 
the sum of $20,000 —to the Tax of the last year ; 
which may, probably, be done without much increas- 
ing the ratio of taxation: and, as there are strong 
reasons to anticipate that the ensuing year will be 
one of uncommon prosperity in all the branches of 
the industry and business of our City, it is believed 
that the City Council will prefer to make this addi- 
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tion to the Tax of the year, rather than to increase 
the City Debt, for these objects.

The Joint Committee of the City Council, who were 
instructed to consider and report what salaries 
should be allowed the several City and County 
Officers for the ensuing year, respectfully

That they have delayed acting upon the subject 
_ referred to them under an expectation that the City 
Council might determine to adopt some provision for 


ys 


bringing the compensation of all officers, under the 
immediate supervision and control of the govern- 
ment ; but as the season is now so far advanced, they 
are of opinion that the subject of the salaries should 
be disposed of without longer awaiting the action 
of the City Council on the general question. In the 
discharge of the duty enjoined upon them the Com- 
mittee have been guided by the order establishing 
salaries for the past year, considering their authority 
as extending only to such salaries as were contained 
in that order. 

The Committee are aware that the enhanced 
prices of most articles of domestic use might justify 
an increase of the compensation of all persons hold- 
ing office, but they do not think it judicious to make 
frequent alterations on such grounds, for the adjust- 
ments incident to constant fluctuations in the market 
would cause an instability and uncertainty highly 
inconvenient both to the government and to those 
who rely on annual allowances for their chief means 
of support ; these allowances should as far as practi- 
cable be uniform and permanent, the occasional in- 
convenience resulting from changes in the value of 
commodities being counterbalanced by the exemp- 
tion from anxiety as to the amount to be received. 
Entertaining this view, the Committee have not 
thought it expedient to recommend any general in- 
crease of compensation. 

In revising the salaries the Committee have con- 
sidered that in their adjustment regard should be had 
to the talents required, the duties imposed, the time 
employed and the responsibilities assumed in each 
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particular case, and they have endeavored to conform 
to this principle in their decisions. ‘They have not 
recommended any diminution of compensations, but 
in a few instances have proposed an increase which 
seemed to them to be due to some of the officers on 
the grounds above stated. The additions recom- 
mended are to the salaries of the Superintendent of 
Burial Grounds, the Superintendent of Streets, and 
the Assistant Clerk of the Police Court, one hundred 
dollars each, and to that of the Resident Physician 
three hundred dollars. ‘They also propose an addition 
to the allowance for Clerk hire to the Board of As- 
sessors of one hundred dollars. 

In conformity with this Report the Committee 
have prepared the accompanying order, which they 
respectfully submit to the consideration of the City 
Council.

Sect. 26. ‘The compensation of the Super- 
intendent of Public Lands, shall be five per cent. 
on the amount for which the lands may be sold 
and five per cent on the rent for the first year for 
which any lands may be leased; but no commis- 
sion shall be allowed on the renewal of any lease 
—provided however, that the compensation of 
said Superintendent shall not exceed the sum of 
one thousand dollars per annum or at that rate 
for a shorter period ; but the necessary expenses 
for plans, surveys and stationary shall be allowed 
him.

THIRTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


HOUSE OF INDUSTRY, APRIL, 1836.

To the Hon. the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council, of the City of Boston. 


The Directors of the House of Industry respect- 
fully submit the following statement of Expenditures 
and Receipts on account of that Institution, for the 
past financial year, together with tabular statements 
relating to other branches connected therewith. 
They also submit the following remarks respecting 
the Establishment. 

The true character of this Institution, may not be 
generally understood.—Some persons, misled perhaps 
by the name, ffouse of Industry, suppose that it is 
merely a .work-house, containing able bodied indi- 
viduals, capable, not only of supporting themselves, 
but of earning a revenue for the City. It is true, 
that a part of the inmates are able to perform some 
labor. ‘The nursing and care of the sick, of insane 
idiots and children ; the ordinary work of the House, 
including making and mending clothing for 500 or 
600 persons; the work of the Farm cultivated 
mainly for garden vegetables, make, in the aggre- 
gate, no small amount of manual service. But it 
should be recollected, that this Establishment is the 
Alms-house of a City, containing a population of 
80,000—that it is constantly receiving as inmates, 
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sick and helpless individuals of all descriptions ; 
worn down by infirmity, intemperance or other vices; 
many come direct from hospitals, infirmaries, and 
prisons afflicted with incurable chronic’ diseases. 
Mothers with large families of young children (aban- 
doned by their husbands and fathers, who could 
support them if they would) always make a large 
proportion of the population of the House; and a 
considerable number are illegitimate infants, whose 
mothers come in just before confinement. Nota few 
are admitted from the haunts of intemperance and 
debauchery, or from wandering in the streets, to be 
nursed and attended afew days before death. That 
there is much sickness in the Establishment, may be 
inferred from the fact, that the deaths annually 
amount to a greater number than one quarter of the 
average population of the House. 

Another cause why less labor is performed than 
might be expected, is, that the laws of the Common- 
wealth do not allow any charge for a subject, after 
relief from sickness, or the acquisition of ability to 
labor. A great part of the adult State paupers are 
of intemperate habits, and sent to the House with 
delirium tremens, or other diseases, having the same 
origin, and as soon as they are so far relieved as to 
be able to perform some labor, desert, if they are not 
discharged ; but, in a short time, again become in- 
mates from the same causes. 

It is therefore believed that if a law were passed, 
authorizing the Directors to retain such persons a 
longer time in the House, it would have a tendency 
to reclaim many from intemperate habits or induce 
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them to seek other places for their indulgencies. 
The same remarks apply, also, to many of the City 
paupers. 

Yet, notwithstanding the general inability of the 
inmates to Jabor, and the very considerable work ac- 
complished in permanent improvements, it is believed 
that the avails of labor performed by the inmates of 
the House of Industry, for several years past, exceed 
those of any other Jarge Alms-house establishment 
in the country ; and, that the average weekly ex- 
pense of supporting paupers, has been less than in 
such institutions generally. 

In closing this Report, the Directors-have the sat- 
isfaction to state, that pauperism in this City, is evi- 
dently decreasing. The number of subjects admitted 
the past year, notwithstanding the severity of the 
winter, and the increase of population, is less by 103 
than during the previous year. A great cause of this 
happy result, is the benevolent exertions, which have 
been made, and are now making, to instruct the poor, 
by elevating their moral sentiment, and restoring 
them to a higher rank, in the human family, from 
which they had been often degraded. 

‘There is also much improvement in the conduct 
of the subjects, who now, more than ever, cheerfully 
submit to the regulations and discipline of the House. 
This is chiefly to be attributed, to the benevolent 
considerations of the City government, in providing 
suitable buildings for the better classification of the 
inmates. The Children’s asylum which was built 
the preceding year, is found to have a happy effect, 
_by withdrawing the young from the contaminating 
influence of the adult paupers. 
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The building erected the present year, for the 
men’s dining-hall, the kitchen, wash-room, and 
laundry, with the steam apparatus (which is now in 
successful operation, and causes a great saving in 
fuel) it is believed, will be highly advantageous, by 
more effectually separating the male and female in- 
mates, who used to congregate in the old kitchen. 
Other improvements and alterations which have been 
made, will add much to the cleanliness and comfort 
of the inmates of the Institution. 

During the past year, Col. John Porter resigned 
the office of Superintendent, and Artemas Simonds, 
Esq. was unanimously elected his successor.

AN ORDINANCE 


Concerning the Assessment and Collection of 
Taxes. 


I Sect.1. BE it ordained by the Mayor and 
2 Aldermen and Common Council of the City of 
3 Boston, in City Council assembled, That in the 
4 month of March or April annually, there shall 
5 be chosen by ballot, by concurrent vote of the 
6 City Council, twenty-seven persons to be As- 
7 sessors of 'T'axes; three of tlie said Assessors, 
8 who shall be called the Principal Assessors, 
9 shall be elected from among the citizens at 
10 large; and the remaining twenty-four, who 
11 shall be called Assistant Assessors, shall be 
12 elected from among the residents of the res- 
13 pective wards, two being elected from each 
14 ward; and in case of any vacancy in either of 
15 the said offices, by death, resignation, or other- 
16 wise, a successor shall be forthwith chosen in 
17 the manner above provided; and each of the 
18 said officers shall be removable at the pleasure 
19 of the City Council. 

1 Scr.2. Be it further ordained, That all 
2 the said Assessors shall, as soon as practicable 
3 after their election, meet and organize them- 
4 selves as one Board, by the choice of a Chair- 
5 man and Secretary; and a majority of the

The Committee appointed to consider and report, 
upon the subject of introducing a full supply of 
Water for the use, comfort and safety of the 
City, having authority to cause to be surveyed 
any other sources than those which have al- 
ready been surveyed, with power to employ 
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such suitable persons, as they may judge neces- 
sary to obtain information, to. enable them to 
make a full Report on the whole subject, have 
attended to that duty, and respectfully 


REPORT: 


That their attention has been directed to three 
sources for a supply of water; the first was to ob- 
tain a supply by sinking a large and deep shaft, or 
well into the earth, from 600 to 1000 feet. By 
those persons who favored this plan, 1t was expect- 
ed, that an abundance of pure and soft Water 
would thus be easily found, and which might be 
distributed from Fort Hill or Copps Hill, to ev- 
ery part of the City, with facility and economy ; 
but your Committee after diligent inquiry, are 
not satisfied, that this mode of obtaining water can 
be relied upon with safety, as affording a suitable 
supply, and it was accordingly rejected. 

Another source was pointed out, not liable to 
the same objection. This is Stoney Brook in 
Roxbury, but after analization by Dr. Jackson, it 
was pronounced to be “not sufficiently pure: for 
the purposes of the City.?? There now remained 
one other source to be examined, viz. Horn Pond, 
and other Ponds emptying into Mystic Pond, to- 
gether with Spy and Fresh Ponds, in Cambridge. 

Mr. Robert H. Eddy has been employed to 
make surveys and estimates for Water, from these 
places, he has labored successfully in this service, 
and his Report will command attention from such, 
as feel the deep solicitude upon this subject which 
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its importance seems to require. The first object 
of the Engineer was to obtain a supply of Water, 
equal to all the present wants of the City. Spot 
Pond, the source relied upon, by Professor Tread- 
well in his Report to the City Government, in the 
year 1525, was examined again, and it occurred to 
the Engineer, that the object might be effected, 
by rearing an embankment, at a favorable point, 
and thus secure a reservoir of sixty acres, in which 
to retain the surplus Waters of Spot Pond, which 
Waters, now run uselessly into the sea, they may 
thus be preserved for the use of the City. He is 
of opinion that Spot Pond may in this mode, be 
made to yield an ample supply for all the purposes 
of the City at present, and indeed for a long time 
to come. ‘This water is of the best quality, pure 
and soft. Whenever the increase of public wants, 
shall render a further supply needful, Mystic Pond 
will be found to be an abundant source. ‘The plan 
and estimates will be found in the Report of Mr. 
Eddy. Upon the reception of this Report, the 
Committee directed that 1,000 copies should be 
printed for the disposal of the City Council. 
with a plan of what is denominated the ‘“* Water 
Region,’ and that to these should be added a 
copy of the act of the Legislature incorporating 
the Boston Hydraulic Company, which it will be 
perceived, is intimately connected with this sub- 
ject. This act of the Legislature, will be void, 
unless the City Council, shall within four months, 
from the time of its passage, declare by vote, their 
assent thereto. Four months will expire on the 


4 


15th of August next. By the terms of this act, 
privileges of great value are reserved to the City, 
and it is for its government to determine, whether 
the act shall be valid or not—whether the work 
shall be done with, or without its participation. 
Your Committee are of opinion, That the sources 
relied upon in the Report of Mr. Eddy, are abun- 
dant,—That the water is pure and fit for domestic 
purposes,—'That the plan of introducing this Water 
is attended with no great obstacles,—and That the 
expense, compared with the object, is not an un- 
reasonable expense. Your Committee are further of 
opinion, that it will be for the interest of the City, 
that the assent required by the 14th section of the 
act incorporating the Boston Hydraulic Company, 
should be given. It will be seen by the Report 
that the Engineer’s estimate to bring Water, in the 
manner proposed, from Spot Pond to Boston, in- 
cluding a reservoir at Bunker Hill, amounts to the 
sum of $388,747,96, to this sum add for cost of 
distribution in the City, say $300,000, making a 
total of 688,747,96. If we suppose the value of the 
Real Estate in the City to be as assessed $50,000,- 
000, the expense of introducing an abundant and 
unfailing supply of pure Water, to be employed for 
the purposes of domestic consumption, the promo- 
tion of health, protection from fire, and for orna- 
ment, will be about I$ per cent. on the present 
value of the Real Estate of the City, exclusive 
however of the sum which may be demanded for 
water rights of Spot Pond. When the number 
of inhabitants shall be so much increased as to 
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demand a quantity of water greater than this source 
can supply, the immense volume, which is now 
passing from Mystic Pond into the sea, can be 
turned into the Reservoir, and made to subserve 
our purposes; and this, as it is estimated by the 
Engineer, at an additional expense of $218,000. 

A majority of the Committee are of opinion that 
the City, in its corporate capacity, ought not to 
embark in this enterprize, but that it should be left 
to individuals alone, or individuals in connexion 
with the City. A minority of the Committee 
were, however, of a different opinion; believing 
that so great and beneficial, are the objects  pro- 
posed, that the public welfare demanded certainty 
and despatch in the execution of the business. 
By the terms of the act incorporating the Boston 
Hydraulic Company, the City can hereafter pur- 
chase the whole of their interest on specified 
terms, and this is deemed by your Committee, to 
be an important feature in the act. ‘The Report 
of Mr. Eddy, the certified copy of the act incor- 
porating the Boston Hydraulic Company, and a 
petition from the Corporators of the Company will 
be found with this Report. On the whole, your 
Committee recommend the adoption of the sub- 
joined resolutions. |

The Committee appointed to examine the Court 
House, old House of Correction, Jail and Land be- 
longing to the same, situated on Leverett street, 
and to Report if in their opinion it is advisable to 
sell, alter or dispose of the whole or any part of the 
same, have considered the subject and 


REPORT: 


That the building now used for a Jail was erected, 
as it is well known, before that the public attention 
had been arested by the startling, but incontroverti- 
ble statements made in regard to the enormous evils 
connected with the prisons of our land. It is. con- 
structed according to the notions in regard to Prison- 
Discipline which then prevailed. But reason, united 
with experience, has since that time demonstrated 
that another mode of construction is indispensable, if 
we would preserve our prisons from being seminaries 
of vice, and render them what they ought to be, 
schools of reform. 

It is of the first importance to notice that the in- - 
mates of the Jail can, and habitually do have inter- 
course with each other by conversation. This evil 
cannot be suppressed by any vigilance of the officers; 
and the nature and tendency of these communications 
need not be here dwelt upon. When it is consider- 
ed, that, in a Prison like this, there are confined, for 
various terms, males and females,—debtors and crim- 
inals,—noviciates and proficients,—those who are 
-convicted—and those who are only suspected,—the 
evils which are likely to flow from an: intercourse, 
such as has been alluded to, will be felt by all who 
will reflect. Is it matter of wonder if some who 
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might be reclaimed, under another system, are un- 
der this system, lost forever? Facts are not 
wanting fully to establish the position, that some 
who have been confined for a first offence in early 
lite, have come forth established in the knowledge 
of iniquity, and resolutely determined in its pursuit 
all their days. Your Committee forbear to press 
the subject in this form any further, they are 
fully pursuaded that the ‘experiment which has 
been made at the House of Correction, and 
which experiment is now being carried out by the 
extension, under the authority of the City Govern- 
ment, of that establishment, has fully answered pub- 
lic expectation, and set the matter at rest, that econo- 
my, humamty and morality demand an alteration in 
the construction of Boston Jal. In repeated visits 
we have found nothing of which to complain in re- 
gard to the condition of the apartments, or the con- 
duct of the officers connected with this Prison; and 
every facility has been freely afforded in visiting and 
examining the Prison which we could desire. 

Your Committee having fully settled in their own 
minds the necessity of having a Prison of a different 
construction, it remains for them to state their opin- 
ion as to its proper location. Shall it be in Leverett 
street, or elsewhere? ‘The land in Leverett street 
has become very valuable, near the centre of busi- 
ness, amid a crowded population; it comprises about 
forty three thousand feet as appears by the plan, and 
would now find a ready sale at a good price. There 
are, as your Committee believe, great advantages in 
having all the buildings of this nature, belonging to 
the City near to each other, and they are of opinion 
that the land on Leverett street should be sold, to- 
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gether with the dwelling house and court house, and 
and that there should be erected at South Boston, a 
new Jail and a keeper’s House. The materials of the 
present Jail and old House of Correction could be re- 
moved and used in the new Jail. ‘The labor of the 
prisoners in the House of Correction might be made 
available in such an operation to good effect and with 
economy. ‘The estimate which has been made states 
the expense of the necessary buildings at about twen- 
ty four thousand dollars. 

After deducting this sum from the sum which it is 
presumed the estate on Leverett street would com- 
mand, there would, it is believed, remain a sum suffi- 
cient to pay the expense of erecting a’ City Hall on 
the site of the Court House, about to be vacated on 
Court square, provided the City Council should de- 
termine to rear such a building, which the experience 
of every day shows the need of for the accommodation 
of the public and the security of the records of the 
County and the City. 

if the House of Correction and Jail were both at 
South Boston, full employment might be afforded for 
the labors of a Chaplain in these two mstitutions. 
Such labors are needed. Among such numbers as 
will from time to time become inmates of these estab- 
lishments, there will doubtless always be some of 
whom the best results might be looked for from the 
labors, admonition, and advice of a judicious, pious, 
prudent man. Your Committee beg to press this 
subject upon the notice of the Council, as a subject 
less regarded hitherto by far than its importance re- 
quires, whether we consider the well being of the 
community or of the prisoner. With the distracted 
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to soothe, the ignorant to instruct, the penitent to 
guide, the hardened to reprove, and the dying to con- 
sole, an ample field is spread out before the man of 
prayer, patience and philanthropy; such men should 
be sought out and employed at all prisons; but espe- 
cially in prisons such as these, where there are to be 
found many, who though but young in years, yet are 
they already descending the declivities of perdition. 

The Judges of the Municipal Court and of the 
Police Court, together with the Sheriff, have been 
consulted in regard to the removal of the Jail. Some 
difference as to what may be found to be the practical 
evils of removal exists among these gentlemen. A 
paper from the Sheriff and a letter from the Hon. Judge 
Thacher accompany this Report, and will serve to ex- 
plain their views 

On the whole, your Committee will not deny that 
perhaps there are some obstacles which may impede 
for a time this enterprise, there may be even some 
not now discovered by any one, but the object we 
propose is good, it is of great importance, and will 
receive the favorable consideration of every humane 
and patriotic man ; with such aid all obstacles may be 
removed, every difficulty will vanish, and we will not 
resist the conviction that another year shall not pass 
without its commencement and we hope its comple- 
tion. With these views your Committee respectfully 
ask leave to recommend the adoption of the subjoin- 
ed Resolutions.

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Judge Thacher’s Letter to the Mayor. 


Boston, May 12, 1836. 


Dear Sir, 


The Mayor and Aldermen having under considera- 
tion the removal of the Jail to South Boston, and it 
being your wish, that I should express an opinion on 
the subject, [ deem it to be my duty to do so with 
freedom and candor. In removing the Jail from the 
thick settled part of the City, the establishment will 
for a time be rendered less secure. And if it should 
happen that a bold attempt should be made to release 
the prisoners, the remoteness of the situation would 
favor such attempt. So likewise in transporting the 
prisoners to and from the Court, the opportunity for 
rescue and escape will be increased in proportion to 
the distance, of which the prisoners may often be 
tempted to avail themselves. ‘hese dangers would 
require a stronger watch at the prison, and a very 
safe mode of transportation, with an additional guard. 

To prevent delay, safe and convenient rooms should 
be prepared near the Court House, for temporary 
confinement, while the prisoners are passing through 
their various stages of examination and trial. It is 
often necessary to detain them for hours, and even 
day after day, so that it may be unavoidable, that 
they should be returned to Jail at late and inconve- 
nient hours. I think, however, that the evils attend- 
ing prisoners of this description, would not be so 
great, as those which would arise from the keeping 
of those who are arrested, while the Police Court is 
not in session, and especially at night. ‘They are 
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often in a state of intoxication and of feverish excite- 
ment. If these persons are deposited in rooms under 
the Court House, it would be necessary to provide 
them with food, lodging, and conveniences to preserve 
the rooms in a state of cleanliness, and free from 
offensive smells. Otherwise, these rooms would soon 
become a nuisance, which would greatly annoy the 
whole building. 

If these inconveniences can be provided against, I 
do not see any objection to the removal of the Jail 
from its present location. 

In frequent visits to the Jail, as has been my duty, 
I have thought that it was not well contrived for its 
purpose. Admitting it to be strong, it is not easy to 
keep it ina due state of temperature. Sometimes 
the heat is excessive, and sometimes the prisoners 
suffer from severe cold. The rooms are ill contrived, 
and some of them too large, and not sufficient in number 
for the various classes of prisoners, debtors, criminals, 
old and young, convicts, and persons confined for the 
first time, and on suspicion only. But a building 
which is designed for a Jail, or place of detention for 
trial, ought to differ from a penitentiary in the quality 
and variety of the apartments. As the prisoners are 
kept in constant confinement, the rooms should not 
be too small, and should be well aired and ventilated. 
Sometimes innocent persons, taken from good situa- 
tions in life, fall under suspicion, and are subjected to 
close confinement. Convenient accommodations, so 
far as they may consist with safety, ought not to be 
denied to unfortunate persons of this description. 

I have understood, that it is easy for prisoners in 
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our present Jail, to communicate with each other, 
from which mischief may often arise. 

I should hope, that, in constructing a New Jail the 
City Government would, as I doubt not will be their 
wish, avail themselves of the various improvements, 
which the ingenuity and humanity of modern times 
have made in buildings of this description, as well as 
in others for public and private use. 

I have not, at present, time, nor have I sufficient 
confidence in my own accquaintance with this sub- 
ject, to think it proper to extend these remarks.

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Reasons for not removing the Jail to South Boston. 


The Sheriff is answerable for criminals whether in 
Jail, in the Court House, or on the road between. 

The more distant the Jail is from the Court House 
the more the sheriff’s risk 1s increased in transporting 
criminals from Jail to Court, and from Court to Jail. 

If the Jail and the Court House are widely distant, 
some horse vehicle must be employed for the trans- 
porting of prisoners, and be in attendance during the 
trial. ‘This is expensive. 

Trials of criminals sometimes proceed in the even- 
ing ; and capital trials are protracted sometimes from 
nine in the morning till midnight. 

There would be a great risk to the Sheriff in trans- 
porting a criminal convicted of a capital offence from 
the Court House to any part of South Boston, in the 
night. 

It is often necessary, by some unforeseen order of 
Court to have a criminal brought in with the least 
possible delay. A Jail being a mile off must often 
cause some inconvenient delay in the proceedings of 
the Court. 

‘Therefore to avoid 

Risk of the Sheriff, 

Expense to the County, 

And delay to the Court, 
it is advisable to have the Jail as near as possible to 
the Court House.

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REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF BOSTON. 


By a special enactment of the Legislature of the Common- 
wealth, passed in the year 1835, twenty-four persons are 
annually elected, two in each ward of the City, who, with the 
Mayor and the President of the Common Council, constitute 
the School Committee, and have the care and superintendence 
of the public schools. ‘There are one public Latin Grammar 
School, one English High School, twelve Grammar and 
Writing Schools, and seventy-two Primary Schools, in which 
instruction is freely given to children of both sexes, com- 
mencing at the age of four years. 


CHAPTER I. 
Regulations relating to the Board of the School Committee. 


1. The first meeting of the Board shall be held on an Organiza- 
early day in the month of January. The Mayor for the time 
being shall be Chairman of the Committee. A Secretary 
shall be chosen by the Board ; a visiting Committee for each 
school, consisting of at least seven for the Latin and English 
High Schools respectively, and of three for each of the 
other schools; a standing Committee on books, and a stand- 
ing Committee of conference with the Primary School Com- 
mittee ; all which Committees shall be nominated by the 
chairman, unless otherwise ordered. 

2. The chairman shall preside at the meetings of this putes of the 
Board, shall call any special meeting thereof, when he may wea

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deem it necessary, or at the request of any two of its mem- 
bers in writing, and shall be the organ of communication with 
any other branch or branches of the city government, relative 
to any votes and doings of this body, which may have respect 
to a co-operation with them in the transaction of business ; 
copies of the same having been duly furnished by the sec- 
retary. | 

In the absence of the chairman, his place shall be filled, pro 
tempore, by the Board. | 

3. The secretary shall have charge and custody of the 
records of the Board, and of all papers directed by them to be 
kept on his files; he shall keep a fair and full record of all the 
proceedings of the Board ; he shall notify all stated and special 
meetings ; he shall notify the chairman of every committee 
appointed, in each case stating the commission, and the names 
of the committee ; he shall notify the meetings of all commit- 
tees when requested by their chairman; and shall perform 
such other duties as may be assigned to him. 

4. The visiting or sub-committees shall visit their respec- 
tive schools, at least once each quarter of the year, and once 
each month without giving previous notice to the instructers, 
according to the provisions of the statute, and as much oftener 


_as they can make it convenient, for the purpose of attending 


carefully to all the exercises of each class ; of inspecting the 
school bill, and inquiring into the deportment and progress of 
the pupils ; in order to commend good conduct and improve- 
ment, and to discountenance negligence and vice. It shall be 
their duty to embrace these opportunities to converse freely 
with the instructers on the affairs of the schools, to elicit from 


them such occasional suggestions as may be turned to their 


benefit, to encourage the faithful and deserving instructer in 
his arduous duties, and to detect and mark delinquencies. 
The sub-committees are required to state in their quarterly 
reports generally upon the harmony or want of harmony, 
which may exist between the instructers in, their respective 
schools. 
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The chairman, or some member of each sub-committee, 
shall make a report in writing, at each quarterly meeting, to 
the School Committee, of their examination and its results, 
and of the several circumstances above specified, which may 
have occurred, and of any accommodations or indulgences

they may have granted to any instructer, or any alterations — 


they may have authorized in their particular school. And at 
each quarterly meeting, the chairman, or any member of each 
sub-committee, who may be present, shall be called upon for 
such report ; and in case of omission to make it, the School 
Committee shall pass a vote, enjoining the sub-committee to 
proceed without delay in the performance of such duty, and 
shall adjourn to receive their report. 

The sub-committees shall visit their respective schools at 
least one week previous to the annual exhibitions, to select 
the candidates for the medals, and shall critically examine 
members of the first class for this purpose. ‘They shall have 
power to award not exceeding six medals in each school, ex- 
cepting in the Smith School, where not more than two shall 
be awarded. In the schools where both sexes attend, only 
one half of the number of medals shall be awarded to either 
sex ; and it is understood that no scholar, who has received a 
medal, shall at any time afterwards be a candidate for another 
in a school of the same rank. General scholarship shall 
be taken into consideration in the assignment of medals. 

The chairman of each sub-committee shall return the names 
of the successful candidates to the secretary at least three 
days previous to the day of exhibition. 

The sub-committees shall give their advice to the instruc- 
ters on any emergency ; and take cognizance of any difficulty 
which may have occurred between the instructers and the 
parents of pupils, or between the instructers themselves, rel- 
ative to the government or instruction of the school. An 
appeal however to the whole Board is not hereby denied to 
any citizen or instructer. 

In case of a vacancy in any school in the place of either of 
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the instructers, the sub-committee of the school shall, if they 
think proper, procure a temporary supply, and give notice of 
such vacancy to this Board, that they may proceed to fill the 
office in question. 

In addition to these specific duties of the sub-committees, 
it shall be their duty, generally, to make any temporary arrange- 
ment they may think proper, relative to the discipline and in- 
struction of their schools or the convenience of the instructers, 
in cases not provided for by the general regulations. 

The chairman of each sub-committee, or special, or stand- 
ing committee, shall call a meeting of the same immediately 
after their appointment, when the times of future meetings and 
such other arrangements shall be agreed on, as shall be deem- 
ed by them expedient. All the official acts of such commit- 
tees shall be done in meetings of the same duly notified by the 
chairman, and shall be expressive of the sense of a majority 
of any such committee, and when reported to this Board shall 
be submitted in writing. 

5. Although the interests of the schools demand sub-com- 
mittees of this Board, each member of it shall consider it his 
duty to exercise a watch over the literary and moral improve- 
ment of every public school in the city, and to afford personal 
assistance at their visitations, exhibitions, and examinations, 
and on all other occasions, according to his ability and con- 
venience. 

6. At the quarterly meeting in May, two examining 
committees shall be annually appointed consisting each of 
three members, the one for the English Grammar Schools, 
and the other for the Writing Schools; each of which 
committees shall be joined by as many other members of 
the Board as can conveniently attend. Each of said com- 
mittees shall in the month of May, June or July, visit all the 
schools for which they are appointed, and critically examine 
the pupils in all the branches taught therein, in order to ascer- 
tain the condition of the schools ; and shall report previously 
to the annual election of the instructers ; that the appoint- 
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ments of the Board on that occasion may be judiciously 
made. A similar annual and critical examination shall be 
made in the month of May, June, or July, of the Latin 
School, and of the English High School, by the respective 
visiting committees of those schools ; and a similar report for 
the same purpose, and embracing the same objects, shall be 
made by each of these committees. 

7. At the quarterly meeting in August, committees shall 
be annually appointed, who shall attend the annual exhibitions, 
shall bestow the medals on the pupils to whom they have been 
previously awarded, and shall exercise such control over these 
exhibitions as they may judge proper. It is desirable that 
some one of the committee who examined the candidates for 
medals, should bestow them. 

8. In the month of August, annually, all the instructers in 
the public schools shall be elected, and their salaries voted ; 
and no alteration in the amount of salary of any instructer 
shall be made at any other time. 

The masters of the several schools shall be elected by bal- 
lot; the other instructers shall be elected by nomination of 
their respective sub-committees, after they shall have confer- 
red with the masters with whom said assistant instructers are 
to be associated. 

9. In the month of January, annually, this Board shall 
nominate and appoint a suitable number of gentlemen, whose 
duty collectively shall be to provide instruction for children 
between four and seven years of age, agreeably to the direc- 
tion of the town at the institution of the Primary Schools ; 
and shall authorize the committee of these schools to organ- 
ize their body and regulate their proceedings, as they deem 
most convenient, and to fill all vacancies occurring in the 
same, during the year; and this Board will respectfully re- 
ceive from them such communications as they may please 
occasionally to make on the subject of those schools. 

10. Stated quarterly meetings of the School Committee 
shall be held on the second Tuesday of February, May, Au- 
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gust, and November, at 4 o’clock, P. M. at such place as the 
Chairman may direct. 

11. A majority of this Board is required to constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of any business. 

12. All proposed amendments of the regulations shall lie 
upon the table at least two weeks. 


CHAPTER. IL. 
Regulations common to all the Public Schools under the im- 
mediate superintendence of the School Committee. 


1. The instructers in all the public schools shall hold their 
offices one year, unless sooner removed; and no continuance 


or preferment of them in office shall be predicated on any 


considerations, but those of their moral and, literary qualifica- 
tions and practical skill. , 

2. As all the instructers derive their authority from this 
Board, they shall be responsible to it for the faithful discharge 
of their duties, and shall all be equally respected and obeyed 
by their pupils. The masters being more immediately re- 
sponsible for the good order and improvement of the schools, 
shall hold priority of rank ; and their directions, in relation to 
teaching and-all other internal business of the schools, shall 
be followed by the other teachers. And inasmuch as the 
most perfect friendship and harmony between the instructers 
of the schools are indispensable to the progress, improye- 
ment, and moral culture of the pupils, the Board will not re- 
tain in the service of the city any instructer, who shall mani- 
fest a disposition adverse to a social and friendly intercourse _ 
with the other instructers of the schools. 

3. The instructers shall be punctual in their attendance at 
the hours. appointed for opening the schools; strict regard 
shall also be paid to the hours assigned for dismissing the 
schools ; and during school hours the instructers shall; faith- 
fully devote themselves to the public service. 

4. ‘The morning exercises of all the schools, in each room, 
shall commence with reading the scripture, and prayer. 
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5. All the masters shall be required to keep bills or books, 
which shall be furnished at the public expense, and shall re- 
main the property of the schools, in which they shall record 
the names, ages, places of residence and absences of their pu- 
pils, with such other particulars as shall enable the commit- 
tees at their visitations to form an adequate idea of the state 
of the schools. 

6. The masters of the Latin and English High Schools, 
and every grammar master shall make to the Secretary of the 
Board regular semi-annual returns, on the first weeks of Feb- 
ruary and August, of the number of pupils then actually be- 
longing to his school, agreeably to the blanks prepared for 
this purpose. 

7. The masters shall commit to writing, in general terms, 
their requirements and prohibitions, and shall read, or cause 
them to be read, aloud in school, at least once a month. 

8. The instructers shall give the children constant employ- 
ment, and endeavor by judicious and diversified modes to ren- 
der the exercises of the schools pleasant, as well as profitable ; 
shall exercise firm, prudent and vigilant discipline ; shall pun- 
ish as sparingly as is consistent with securing obedience, and 
shall govern by persuasion and gentle measures so far as may 
be practicable. 

9. The instructers may avail themselves of the assistance 
of their most advanced pupils, whenever it can be faithfully 


and judiciously applied, in order to render more effectual ser- 


vice to the schools. 

10. It is desirable that oral instruction should be combined 
with the use of the books, in all the exercises. 

11. For violent or pointed opposition to his authority in 
any particular instance, or for the repetition of an offence, the 
master of either department may exclude a child from school, 
for the time being, for the purpose of reflection and consulta- 
tion ; and thereupon shall inform the parent or guardian of the 
measure, and shall apply to the sub-committee for advice 
and direction. ; 
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Where the example of any pupil is very injurious and con- 
tagious, and in general, in all cases where reformation appears 
hopeless, it shall be the duty of either master, with the ap- 
probation of the sub-committee, to have recourse to suspen- 
sion from the school. But any child, under this public cen- 
sure, who shall have expressed to the master his regret for 
his folly or indiscretion, as openly and explicitly as the na- 
ture of the case may require, and shall give evidence of 
amendment, shall, with the previous consent of said commit- 
tee, be reinstated in the privileges of the school. 

12. To promote the well-being of their pupils, it shall be 
the duty of the instructers, as far as is practicable, to exer- 
cise a general care and inspection over them as well out of 
school as within its walls ; and on all suitable occasions to in- 
culcate upon them the principles of truth, virtue and be- 
nevolence. And the master shall be required, subject to the 
advice of the sub-committee, to expel from school any pupil, 
who shall manifest an habitual and determined neglect of his 
duties ; which expulsion shall be communicated by the mas- 
ter, from whose school the pupil has been expelled, to the 
several grammar masters of the public schools of the city. 

13. In cases of difficulty in the discharge of their official 
duties, or when any temporary dispensation in their favor is 
desired, the instructers shall apply to the sub-committees of 
their respective schools for advice and direction. 

14. It shall be the duty of the instructers to exercise suit- 
able vigilance with regard to the apartments of the public 
buildings and appurtenances of the same, by them respective- 
ly occupied, that there may be no unnecessary injury sustain- 
ed by them ; their special attention is also required to the 
ventilation and temperature of the school-rooms, and to the 
cleanliness and comfort of the pupils. 

15. No instructer in the public schools shall be allowed to 
keep a private school of any description whatever, or to at- 
tend to the instruction of any private pupils, before 6 o’clock, 
P. M., except on Wednesday and Saturday afternoons.

16. No subscription, for any purpose whatever, shall be 
introduced into any public school. 

17. The books used, and the studies pursued, in all the 
public schools, shall be such, and such only, as may be au- 
thorized by this Board. 

18. No pupils shall be allowed to retain their connexion 
with any of the public schools, unless they are furnished with 
the books and utensils regularly required to be used in the 
schools respectively, except by permission of the sub-com- 
mittee. 

19. There shall be a recess of from five to ten minutes for 
every pupil each half day ; that the children may not be in- 
jured by too long confinement. 
schools, the grammar school shall take its recess at the expi- 
ration of one half of each school time, and the writing school 
shall take its recess a quarter of an hour later. 

20. No pupil shall be allowed to depart before the appoint- 
ed hours of leaving school, except in case of sickness or 
some pressing emergency, of which the master shall be the 
judge. : 

21. No pupil shall be admitted to the privileges of one 
school who has been expelled from another, or while under 
sentence of suspension ; unless by vote of this Board. 

Every pupil, who shall be transferred from one public 
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certificate from the grammar master of the school he leaves, 
expressing his standing and character, which shall be demand- 
ed of him, as a condition of his admission, by the master to 
whom he applies for that purpose. In this case no examina- 
tion of his qualifications shall be required. 

22. Children going from the public grammar and writing 


‘schools to the Latin or English High School, shall also be 


the bearers of certificates setting forth their character and 
qualifications, as an indispensable condition of their being ad- 
mitted to examination for the standing, to which they aspire, 
in those schools respectively. 
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22. No child shall be admitted into any of the public 
schools, who is not the bearer of a certificate from a physi- 
cian, that he has been vaccinated, or otherwise secured 
against contagion of the small pox ; but this certificate shall 
not be required of pupils who go from one public school to 
another. 

23. There shall be annually an exhibition of the boys’ 
schools, on the Wednesday next preceding commencement 
at the University in Cambridge, when the Franklin Medals 
shall be bestowed ; and an exhibition of the girls’ schools, 
on the day next previous to the exhibition of the boys’ 
schools, when the City Medals shall be bestowed. 

24. The following holydays and vacations shall be grant- 
ed alike to all the schools, viz.—Every Wednesday and Sat- 
urday afternoon throughout the year; Christmas day and 
Fast day ; ‘Thanksgiving day, and the remainder of the week; 
May day ; one day in each year for the general training, when 
in Boston ; the fourth of July ; the week beginning on the Ist 
Monday in June ; the remainder of the week after the exhi- 
bition of the schools in August, and the two succeeding 
weeks; and no other days, except by a special vote of this 
board. ‘ 

In addition to these, the Latin School and English High 
School shall be entitled to the three days of public exhibition 
at Harvard University, and to the week beginning on the sec- 
ond Monday in June. 


CHAPTER III. 


Regulations for the English Grammar and Writing Schools. 


These schools are the second in order in the system of 
public education established in this City. The following are 
their names, situation and date of establishment.

In these schools are taught the common branches of an 
English education. In the several buildings, where the ar- 
rangement is complete, there are two large halls occupied by 
two departments, one of which is for a Grammar School, and 
the other for a Writing School. The scholars are organized 
in two divisions. While one division attends to Grammar, 
the other attends to Writing; exchanging half daily. In the 
Grammar department, the pupils are taught chiefly, Spelling, 
Reading, English Grammar and Geography ; in the Writing 
department, they are taught Writing, Arithmetic and Book- 
keeping. ‘To these schools apply the following regulations, 
in addition to those laid down in the preceding chapter. 

1. In the Eliot and Mayhew Schools, which are for boys 
only, there shall be a master and usher in the Grammar de- 
partment, and a master and usher in the Writing department. 
In the Hancock and Bowdoin Schools which are for girls 
only, there shall be a master and three female assistants in the 
Grammar department, and a master and three female assist- 
ants in the Writing department. In the Boylston, Adams, 
Franklin, and Wells Schools there shall be a master for each 
department, one usher, and, in place of one usher, three fe- 
male assistants. In the Hawes School, there shall be a mas- 
ter and two female assistants in the female department, and 
an usher in the male department. In the Smith School, there 
shall be a master and a female assistant. 

2. The grammar master and the writing master shall each 
have the regulation and control of his particular department, 
so far as regards the classification, the mode of instruction, 
and the discipline of his pupils ; provided that the regulations 
of one department do not interfere with those of the other ; 
but in all cases involving the interests of both departments, 
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where a difference of opinion or conflict of authority shall 
arise, the decision of the grammar master shall be paramount. 

3. Children may be admitted into the grammar and writing 
schools at the age of seven years, who can read easy prose. 
They shall be examined by the grammar master ; but no ex- 
amination shall be made of those who bring a certificate 
of recommendation from the Primary School Committee. 
Children over seven years of age, although not possessing the 
necessary qualifications, may be admitted by a special permit 
from the sub-committee of the school. | 

In case any applicant shall be rejected by the master, an 
appeal may be made to the sub-committee of the school. 

4. To prevent inconvenience to the instructers and de- ~ 
rangement of the classes, no new pupils shall be admitted into 
these schools except on the first Monday of every month 
through the year, unless when transferred from one school to 
another ; and transfers shall not be made except on the last 
Monday of-every month. 

5. Boys shall not be permitted to retain their places in 
these schools beyond the day of the next annual exhibition, 
after they shall have arrived at fourteen years of age, unless 
by special leave from the sub-committee. Girls shall be al- 
lowed to attend these schools until the next annual exhibition, 
after ae shall have arrived at the age of sixteen. 

. No pupil shall be allowed to give his general or exclu- 
sive pth in one department of the school, without a 
special permit from the sub-committee. 

7. From the first Monday in April, to the first Monday in 
October, annually, the hours for keeping these schools shall 
be from 8 o’clock, A.M. until 12, and from 2 o’clock, P. M. 
until 5 ; and from the first Monday in October, to the first 
Monday in April, from 9 to 12, and from 2 to half past 4. 

8. From the first Monday in April, to the first Monday in 
October, the younger children may be dismissed one hour be- 
fore the regular time of closing the morning school. 

9. Children belonging to these schools shall be required to 
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be present within five minutes after the hour for opening the 
same ; tardy children shall be received or not, at the discre- 
tion of the master. 

10. ‘The grammar department of these schools shall be di- 
vided into four classes, subject to such sub-divisions as the 
master may judge expedient ; the books and exercises shall 
be as follows.

Goodrich’s History of the 
United States. 9. Exercises in Composition and Decla- 
mation. 

The following studies and books may be introduced at the 
discretion of the master. 

Smellie’s Philosophy of Natural History, Ware’s edition. 
Blake’s Conversations on Natural Philosophy. Worcester’s 
Elements of General History. Parker’s Exercises in Eng- 
lish Composition. 

On Mondays the children, who usually read in the First 
Class Book, shall instead of it read in the Bible. 

11. The pupils of the writing department shall be divided 
into classes according to their progress; the books and exer- 
cises shall be as follows. 

1. Emerson’s North American Arithmetic, PartI. 2. Em- 
erson’s North American Arithmetic, Part [1. 3. Emerson’s 
North American Arithmetic, Part III. 4. Robinson’s Book- 
keeping. ‘The study of Grund’s Geometry and Bailey’s Al- 
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gebra is allowed to all those pupils who have completed the 
course of exercises in arithmetic. 

All the children shall be taught daily in arithmetic, and in 
writing as often as the master may deem it useful; and the 
teachers are required to furnish the pupils with copy-slips 
written, or from good engravings, or to write the copies 
themselves in the writing-books. 

The pupils of the first class shall be taught to make pens, 
by the master, usher or assistant in the writing department. 


CHAPTER IV. 


Regulations for the Johnson and Winthrop Schools.

In these two schools are taught the same branches of edu- 
cation which are taught in the other English Grammar 
Schools; the same books are used, and the same general 
regulations apply. A different plan has, however, been 
adopted for their organization and government, which renders 
the following specifications necessary. 

1. Each of these two schools shall be under the charge of 
a master, who shall be responsible for the state of his school 
in all its departments, and who shall give so much of his per- 
sonal attention to each part of the school as may be necessa- 
ry to an acquaintance with its condition. 

2. In each of these two schools there shall be six instruc- 
ters besides the master, viz. two ushers and four female 
teachers. 

3. In addition to the abovenamed instructers, there shall 
be a professed teacher of penmanship, to be appointed by 
the sub-committee of the two schools in conference, whose 
duty it shall be to instruct both schools in writing, at such 
hours and on such days, (not exceeding three days in each 
week) as he shall be requested to do by the respective mas- 
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ters of the two schools, after consultation with their respect- 
ive sub-committees. 

4. The arrangement of these two schools, in respect to 
classes and studies and other matters of internal economy, 
is left to the good sense and fidelity of the masters, subject 
to the control of the sub-committees of the schools respec- 
tively. 

5. Whenever any vacancy in the writing department of 
any grammar school shall occur, by reason of the death or 
resignation of a writing master, such grammar school shall 
be forthwith organized in the manner prescribed above for 
the Johnson and Winthrop schools. 


CHAPTER V. 
Regulations of the English High School. 


This school is situated in Pinckney street. It was insti- 
tuted in 1821, with the design of furnishing the young men of 
this city, who are not intended for a collegiate course of 
study, and who have enjoyed the usual advantages of the 
other public schools, with the means of completing a good 
English education, to fit them for active life, or qualify them 
for eminence in private or public stations. Here is given in- 


struction in the elements of mathematics and natural philoso-— 


phy, with their application to the sciences and the arts, in 
grammar, rhetoric, and belles lettres, in moral philosophy, in 
history natural and civil, and in the French language. ‘This 
institution is furnished with a valuable mathematical and _phi- 
losophical apparatus, for the purpose of experiment and _illus- 
tration. To this school apply the following regulations, in 
addition to those laid down in chapter II. 

1. The instructers in this school shall be, a master, a sub- 
master, and so many assistants as shall give one instructer to 
every thirty-five pupils, provided that no additional assistant 
be obtained for any increase less than twenty-one. It shall 
be a necessary qualification in all these instructers, that they 
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have been educated at some respectable college. In addi- 
tion to these, there shall be a teacher of the French language. 

2. No boy shall be admitted as a member of this school, 
under the age of twelve years; and the master shall require 
of every candidate for admission, previously to examination, 
a certificate from his parent or guardian that he is of the age 
required. 

3. Boys shall be examined for admission into this school 
only once a year, viz. on the Thursday and Friday next suc- 
ceeding the exhibition of the school in August. 

4. Candidates for admission shall produce from the masters 
of the schools they last attended certificates of good moral 
character and presumed qualifications for admission into the 
school. It shall however be the duty of the master to exam- 
ine them in Spelling, Reading, Writing, English Grammar, 
Modern Geography and Arithmetic, of which a thorough 
knowledge shall be indispensable to admission. 

5. The school shall be divided into divisions, correspond- 
ing to the degrees of progress made in the course of studies ; 
these divisions shall be designated according to their advance- 
ment. It shall be the duty of the master to examine each 
division as often as may be consistent with the attention due 
to those who are under his immediate instruction. . 

6. Individuals shall be advanced according to their scholar- 
ship, and no faster ; and none shall be permitted to remain 
members of the school longer than three years. 

7. Each class or section shall occasionally be reviewed in 
its appropriate studies; and general reviews shall once a 
quarter be instituted in all the previous studies. 

8. From the first Monday in April, to the first Monday in 
October annually, this school shall begin at 8 o’clock, A. M. 
and end at 12 ; and from the first Monday in October to the 
first Monday in April, it shall begin at 9 A. M. and end at 12. 

From the first Monday in April, to the first Monday in Oc- 
tober, it shall begin at 3 P. M. and end at 6; and from the 
first Monday in October, to the first Monday in April, it shall 
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begin at half past 2 P. M. and end at half past 4; except 
that in the months of March and October, it shall begin at 3 
P. M. and end at 5. 

9. ‘T'ardiness beyond five minutes shall be considered a 
violation of school hours, and shall subject the delinquent to 
such penalty as the nature of the case may require. 

10. The course of study and instruction in this school, is 
the following : 

No. 1. Reviews of the preparatory studies, in the text- 
books authorized to be used in the Grammar and Writing 
Schools. 2. Ancient Geography, (Worcester’s.) 3. Wor- 
cester’s General History and History of the United States. 
4. Colburn’s or Bailey’s Algebra. 5. Legendre’s Geome- 
try. 6. Book-keeping. 7. Blair’s Rhetoric. 8. Paley’s 
Moral Philosophy. 9. Chemistry. 10. Trigonometry, with 
its application to Surveying, Navigation, Mensuration, As- 
tronomical Calculations, &c. 11. Constitution of the United 
States. 12. Natural Philosophy. 13. Linear Drawing. 14. 
Paley’s Natural Theology. 15. Paley’s Evidences of Chris- 
tianity. 16. Elements of Astronomy. 17. Logic, 18. In- 
tellectual Philosophy. 

The several divisions shall also receive instruction in 
Spelling, Reading, Writing, English Grammar, Declama- 
tion, Composition, and the French Language. 


CHAPTER VI. 
Regulations for the Latin Grammar School. 


This school is situated in School street. It was instituted 
about the middle of the 17th century. ‘The Latin Grammar 
School and the English High School form the highest order 
of seminaries in this city, and complete the system of public 
education, enjoyed alike by all classes of its inhabitants. 

In the Latin Grammar School the rudiments of the Latin 
and Greek languages are taught, and scholars are fully quali- 
fied for the University. Instruction is also given in mathe- 
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matics, geography, history, declamation, and English compo- 
sition. To this school apply the following regulations, in 
addition to those laid down in Chapter II. 

1. The instructers in this school shall be a master, a sub- 
master, and so many assistants as shall give one instructer to 
every thirty-five pupils, provided that no additional assistant 
be obtained for any increase less than twenty-one. 

It shall be a necessary qualification in all the instructers of 
this school that they have been educated at some respectable 
college. 

2. Boys to be admitted into this school shall be at least 
nine years old. 

3. Boys shall be examined for admission into this school 
only once a year, viz. on the Thursday and Friday next suc- 
ceeding the exhibition of the school in August. 

4. Candidates for admission shall produce, from the mas- 
ters of the schools they last attended, certificates of good 
moral character. They shall be able to read common En- 
glish authors correctly and fluently, to write a running hand, 
and shall have a sufficient knowledge of English grammar to 
parse common sentences in prose. A knowledge of Latin 
grammar shall be considered equivalent to that of English. 

5. The regular course of instruction shall continue five 

years, and no scholar shall enjoy the privileges of this school 
beyond that term. 
_ 6. From the first Monday in April, to the first Monday in 
October, annually, this school shall begin at 8 o’clock, A. 
M. and end at 12; and from the first Monday in October to 
the first Monday in April, it shall begin at 9 A. M. and end 
at 12. 

From the first Monday in April to the first Monday in 
October, the school shall begin at 3 P. M. and end at 6; 
and from the first Monday in October to the first Monday in ~ 
April, it shall begin at half-past 2, P. M. and end at half-past 
4 ; excepting that in the months of March. and October, it 
shall begin at 3 P. M. and:end at 5. 
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The three lowest classes may be dismissed from the 
school each day at 11 o’clock, A. M. from April to Oc- 
tober. 

7. Tardiness beyond five minutes shall be considered a 
violation of school hours, and subject the delinquent to such 
penalty as the nature of the case may require. 

8. The school shall be divided into five classes, with such 
sub-divisions as the master may think advisable, subject to 
the approbation of the sub-committee of the school. 

9. The master shall give his occasional services to each 
portion of the school, and shall once a month institute a rigid 
examination of the pupils in the different departments in all 
the studies to which they have attended since his last exam- 
ination. 

10. The books and exercises required during the course 
of instruction in this school are the following :

It being however understood, that there. must necessarily 
be different degrees of proficiency amongst so many pupils, 
especially in the highest class, the following studies, viz. Ge- 
ometry and Trigonometry, Xenophon’s Anabasis, Juvenal, 
Horace, Homer, Stansbury’s Catechism, and Paley’s Natur- 
al Theology, not being required for admission to the Univer- 
sity, are allowed to be introduced at the discretion of the 
master, but are not absolutely required. 

Lehi No translations of the foregoing Latin and Greek authors 
are allowed in the school, nor any Interpretations, or Orders 
of construction. 

The several classes shall receive instruction in writing.

Hon. S. T. Armstrone, Mayor of Boston. 


Sir—By your letter of January 14th, I am directed to 
proceed and survey Horn and other Ponds, emptying into 
Mystic Pond, also Spy and Fresh Ponds in Cambridge, 
and by your subsequent letter of April 2Ist, to examine and 
report on the cost of introduction of the waters of Spot and 
Mystic Ponds into the city. Having attended to the duties 
therein expressed, I beg leave to submit the following results 
of my labors. 

In the examination of a subject so important in its nature 
as the introduction of pure soft water into our city, I felt 
much delicacy, as I supposed it had met with such thorough in- 
vestigation from Mr. Daniel Treadwell in 1825, and also from 
my esteemed friend Mr. Baldwin, in 1834, that any further 
elucidations would be hopeless. I have however, given the 
subject the consideration the little time and bad season of the 
year has allowed. I regret circumstances will not admit 
closer researches into the quantity of water supplied by some 
of the Ponds in this vicinity, but trust sufficient evidence 
can be offered in regard to the above, to satisfy the Commit- 
tee on this subject, and the public of the preference of these 
waters to distant sources. 

We should be very cautious in the choice of a project for 
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the supply of water, for many reasons. ‘The consumption of 
water by the inhabitants of a large city is extremely slow 
after its introduction ; many years elasping before the quan- 
tity the works are capable of affording is thoroughly distribut- 
ed. The income is in proportion to the quantity used. IEf 
the introduction is in proportion to the consumption, and at 
such a cost from time to time as to afford a good interest on 
the principal invested, the works must always continue to be 
productive. In this case, they admit the investment of the 
interest in iron pipes and means of further distribution, which 
becomes so much addition to the capital stock, and coutri- 
butes to increase receipts. On the contrary, should we at 
the commencement invest a large amount of capital in works 
calculated to introduce af once a quantity sufficient for the 
consumption at a future period, when the city shall have in- 
creased greatly in size, but a small portion of this water is at 
first taken by the inhabitants, and of course, the income be- 
ing always in proportion to the consumption, much, if not a 
greater part of the capital invested must be unproductive; and 
in a short time, the simple or compound interest lost on the 
unproductive portion exceeds the capital itself, thus causing 
the actual cost of the works, (when the period of time shall 
arrive, that the consumption shall equal their means of sup- 
ply,) to exceed perhaps double or treble the first outlay, and 
always be an unproductive property. 

In point of purity, our fresh water lakes, fed by springs 
and mountain brooks, are infinitely superior to rivers, the lat- 
ter being generally charged with detritus, in a greater or less 
degree, while nature in the former, has afforded the means 
which art takes to remove these impurities. These lakes 
are large settling reservoirs of themselves, and the waters de- 
rived from them are of the purest nature. By the introduc- 
tion of such, we are not subject to costly projects of filtra- 
tion or to the erection of large and expensive reservoirs to 
remove the extraneous matter. Such being the fact, it be- 
comes a highly important consideration, whether it is not 
cheaper in the end to expend at first a much greater sum to 
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bring the waters of a pure lake into the city, than would be 
necessary to introduce those of ariver. The fresh water 
rivers around Boston are the Charles and Neponset, each of 
which, in its course to the ocean, is the means of operating 
paper mills, dye houses, cotton mills, and factories of various 
descriptions. The daily contributions of foreign matter from 
these sources must assist materially to impair the qualities of 
these waters, and would be a never failing objection so long 
as they existed. There is not water flowing in sufficient 
quantity in dry seasons, in the Charles or Neponset to elevate 
to a proper height the supply desired for the city of Boston. 
Therefore, all projects in relation to their efficiency in this 
respect must fail. 

Within a compass of thirty miles around Boston, are many 
fresh water lakes, all at a sufficient altitude above the level of 
the sea to reach the highest land by the force of gravity ; but 
as all these lakes have their outlets into either the Neponset, 
Charles, or Concord Rivers, they act as feeders, and are 
among the principal sources from which these rivers derive 
their water. It is evident the greater the capacity and the 
higher these lakes are above tide water, the more valuable 
they become as tributaries to streams, on which are situated 
extensive mills and factories; and when it is known that in 
order to introduce five or six million gallons of water into the 
city, (a supply for a future period,) it would be necessary to 
take from any pond, a quantity of water sufficient with an or- 
dinary fall of 16 feet, to operate a large cotton factory, of 
four or five thousand spindles, the damage to works already 
built at different points on the several streams, into which the 
waste waters of these lakes flow, increases in the ratio above 
stated, and must, in many instances, be almost incalculable; 
and were the city government authorized by an act of the 
Legislature to take a pond with these liabilities, they would 
be involved in extensive and endless litigation and expense. 

The waters of the Ponds of Framingham and vicinity, 
known by the names of Farm, Shakum and Long Ponds, 
empty into Concord river. Some of the works below these 
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sources, are’ Brown’s Mills, the Framingham Cotton Mill, 
Framingham Carpet Factory, Saxonville Factories at Sax- 
onville village, Billerica Mills, Faulkner’s Factories, the Iron 
Works, the Middlesex Canal, Whipple’s Powder Mills, Iron 
Works at Massack Falls, and one or two Factories at Low- 
ell, all of which would be more or less injured, but particu- 
larly the Canal, by the abstraction of these waters. The 
same objections apply to Punkapog Pond, emptying into the 
Neponset, which could only be brought into the city by-iron 
pipes, which would be of such number and dimensions as_ to 
exceed in expense asum far beyond what the consumption 
would ever warrant. (See Mr. Odiorne’s letter concerning 
Spot Pond, at end of report.) 

Since the introduction and extensive use of Anthracite 
coal, steam power has become cheaper than heretofore, while 
a resort was had to wood for fuel. This is evident from the 
great increase of steam engines within a few years, in this 
and other cities. Anthracite coal, from the facilities of 
transportation by canals and rail roads, and by the great im- 
provements in furnaces and steam machinery, is fast becom- 
ing an important article of fuel. As the means of getting the 
same to market increase, this coal must be afforded much 
cheaper than the present rates per ton. ‘The operation of a 
steam engine by pine wood, has always been attended with 
great expense, and must, as this kind of fuel becomes scarc- 
er, be still more expensive ; whereas anthracite coal will evi- 
dently grow cheaper, and we may look forward to the exten- 
sive introduction of steam as a cheap moving power. I have 
conversed with many of our practical mechanics on this sub- 
ject, and find their opinions coincide with my own. 

Mr. Otis Tufts of this city estimates it costs him two shil- 
lings per horse power, per day, of eleven or twelve hours, to 
operate his steam engine, and gives the above amount 33% 
cents per horse power, from experience, as safe for a large 
engine. Mr. A. 8. Dawley, a steam engine builder of this 
place, calculates that when coal is at $8 per ton, the expense 
of operating a steam engine would be as follows : 
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The average cost by Mr. Dawley’s estimate, would be 32 
cents per horse power, and he further says a careful and pru- 
dent engineer will fall short in the amount of fuel burnt. As 
coal could be afforded by the quantity much less than $8 per 
ton, a further reduction might be made in the cost; but my 
estimates of the expense of raising water by steam power are 
based on the above calculations. 

From these, and many other considerations | might enu- 
merate, I am led to believe we can be supplied with an abun- 
dance of pure soft water, from resources within five miles, an 
any quantity which may ever be wanted, at a much less ex- 
penditure than from any other source within thirty miles of 


the city.

The letters of reference A. C. F. H., &c. against the 
above, are the same referred to in Dr. C. T. Jackson’s re- 
port on the analysis of these waters. 

By reference to the maps and plans accompanying this re- 
port, it will be seen that all the waters flowing from Horn, 
Winter and Wedge Ponds, run iato Symmes’ river, which, 

after receiving the contents of Abbajonna stream, discharges 
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into the head of Mystic Pond. ‘The outlets of Fresh and 
Spy Pond unite in Alewive Brook, which discharges into 
Mystic Pond outlet, a few rods below the southern extremity 
of the Pond. By raising a dam where the Middlesex Canal 
crosses Mystic river, the whole of the Ponds above enume- 
rated might be united. But the results of the surveys and 
examinations have proved that the quantity of water in Mys- 
tic Pond alone, is so great as never to render it necessary to 
resort to either of the others. 

Spot Pond in Stoneham, was chosen by Mr. Daniel 
Treadwell, in 1825, after mature deliberation, as the best 
and cheapest source of supply to the city. His prudent 
judgment led him rather to underrate the quantity of water 
produced by the Pond, his object being to prove the Pond 
capable of supplying what he estimated the quantity of water 
required for the city at that time, viz. 1,600,000 gallons per 
day. He affirms in his report, ‘‘ that in the summer of 1822 
the Pond was drawn down to a level, 8 feet below the pres- 
ent wasteway, and that it filled again the succeeding winter 
so as to flow over the wasteway.’? By the winter, I pre- 
sume he means from the latter part of the month of October 
to the first of April, a period of five months. Mr. T. also 
supposed the. superficial area of the Pond was 220 acres, 
whereas it is upwards of 260. On the 26th of April last, I 
visited Spot Pond, on a reconnaissance of a route of pipes 
therefrom to Bunker Hill. I guaged the flow at the outlet, 
which I found was delivering 6,744 cubic feet per second, or 
4,370,112 gallons per day. The ground at this time was rath- 
er dry, and the season might be termed moderate. The leak 
at the gate and through the dam, amounts to upwards of a mil- 
lion gallons per day in a dry season; so that from time to time 
the discharge varies from one to five million gallons per day. 
Assuming the superficial area of the pond, for the sake of 
calculation, to lose 40 acres when the pond is drawn down 8 
feet, the mean area would equal 240 acres, or 10,454,400 
square feet, which multiplied by 8 feet depth, gives a volume 
of 83,635,200 cubic feet, or 627,264,000 gallons ; equivalent 
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to 1,718,531 gallons per day. Allowing the discharge and 
waste of the pond to be but one million gallons per day, be- 
sides supplying the evaporation, which is very low, this added 
to the above gives 2,718,531 gallons ; and the addition of 60 
acres, which I propose to make to the pond, will give a fur- 
ther quantity of 429,633 gallons per day, which with the 
above, equals 3,145,164 gallons. ‘Therefore I shall feel safe 
in estimating this pond capable of supplying, on the average, 
from 2,500,000 to 3,000,000 gallons per day. 

The season being as yet, unfavorable to acertain by guag- 
ing, the quantity of water wasted from Mystic Pond in a dry 
time, I am obliged to rely on the statements of individuals 
acquainted with the flow. Mr. T. F. Mayhew, who has 
resided at Bacon’s Mills many years, informs me that ‘ in 
spring freshets, when the water is highest, the head is about 
8 feet ; that is two feet above the top of a dam 20 feet long. 
Generally, through the spring months, the head is from 6} to 
7 feet. When the springs are lowest in summer or autumn, 
two gates, each one foot square, will reduce the head of 
water in 12 or 14 hours to about 4 feet ; that is 2 feet below 
the top of the dam. ‘This is not frequently the case for any 
considerable length of time.’’ Two gates, under these cir- 
cumstances, would deliver about 20 cubic feet per second. 
From other sources, I think I am safe in allowing the Pond 
to receive as much more, amounting in dry seasons to 40 
cubic feet, or 300 gallons per second, equivalent to 12,960,000 
gallons per day ; so that it will be perceived there can be no 
further question as to the ability of Mystic Pond to supply 
any quantity our city may ever require. 

By examination of a map of Boston, it will be found about 
one fifth of the city lays above a horizontal plane, 20 feet 
above the highest tides ; and the remaining four fifths, or prin- 
cipal part of the city, is below this plane. ‘The portion 
above, I shall denominate high service, and the other, low ser- 
vice ; the same being represented by red dotted lines on map 
of Water Region. It is evident from the present density .of 
buildings of the high service, that it can never increase to a 
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much greater extent; and that all the future increase in build- 
ing and population must be in the portion termed low service. 
The probability is, the high service of the city will always be 
occupied by private dwellings, and the low service by trades- 
men, mechanics, artizans, and a portion of the community 
devoted to manufacturing pursuits. ‘The consumption then 
of the high service, can never be compared with that of the 
low, in the ratio of its extent of surface ; and would not at 
any future period exceed one million gallons per day. The 
height to which the water should be raised for the low ser- 
vice, I have fixed at 60 feet above highest tides, or 40 feet 
above the divisional plane. The expense of raising water to 
this height by steam would be as follows. 1,000,000 gallons 
—+-7.48=133690 cubic feet; 13369062,5 lbs. per cubic 
foot=8355625 lbs. Suppose the steam engine to work 20 
hours per day, and the remainder of the time to be consum- 


ed in oiling and repairs, the quantity raised per minute would

13,056 horse power ; to which add one fifth loss by friction 
and otherwise—=15,667, say 16 horse power to raise one mil- 
lion gallons 60 feet. At the rate of 33 cents per horse power, 
for 11 hours, the fuel would cost 60 cents for.20 hours ; equiv- 
alent to $9,60 per day.

Allowing each tenant to consume 200 gallons per day, 
which is the utmost extent of consumption in any city at 
present; 1,000,000 gallons would supply 5000 tenants. 
The average charge of rents in Philadelphia, is $5,34, and 
the daily supply to each in 1835, was 187 gallons. In Lon- 
don 199493 tenants receive an average daily supply of 180 
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gallons of water at the cost of 46,69 to each. Suppose each 
tenant in Boston to pay $5,50 per year rent.

Mode of introducing Water from Spot Pond. 


The face of the country between Spot Pond and Medford 
village is exceedingly hilly, abounding in ravines. The 
Mountain Brook which crosses the Andover Turnpike, near | 
Mr. Trull’s house, branches off here in two directions ; one 


- arm up a rocky valley to the east, and the other up another 


valley, or depression of the hills, to the west of Mr. Trull’s ; 
and extending thence very nearly to Spot Pond. The western 
arm or branch of the brook, rises in a powerful spring north 
of Mr. Ridgley’s house, on the Mountain Road, so called. 
It is through these gorges the only routes exist for a conduit 
pipe from the pond. Both valleys and surrounding hills are 
very rocky, and an excavation through any part of the same 
for a pipe, must necessarily be attended with great expense, 
from the quantity of rock to be blasted. ‘The western valley 
extends in a straight direction from near the Pond to Boston, 
upwards of three quarters of a mile. Observing the level of 
the top of the hills to keep up throughout the whole distance, 
it occurred to me that should it prove on trial to be the case, ” 
if a convenient approach to each other could be found and a 


dam be thrown across, an immense addition to the pond 
could be thus effected at a trifling expense ; that is to say, at 
much less than the cost of the conduit pipe the same dis- 
tance. I was highly gratified in finding my anticipations 
prove correct, and a spot was found at the very termination 
of the valley, presenting remarkable facilities for the erection 
of a dam, and within thirty rods of a fine quarry of building 
stone ;. thus intercepting the waters of the western branch of 
the Mountain Brook. 

An artificial reservoir, or addition to the capacity of the 
Pond may be here formed of 60 acres, of the shape denoted 
on the maps and plans. The evaporation from this reservoir 
would be supplied by the waters of the brook, and a large 
surplus would be left for daily consumption. 

Leaving the dam thus proposed, the route of the pipe, de- 
noted on the plan by the red line, continues in good ground 
a short distance to the Andover turnpike, into which it passes 
and runs therein about 120 rods, to near the point of recross- 
ing the same by Mountain Brook. Thence it follows the 
general direction of the brook, through the low grounds to 
Mystic River, a short distance below the bridge in Medford. 
Crossing the river, it curves to the south until it meets Med- 
ford turnpike ; continuing throughout the same and crossing 
the Middlesex Canal at the toll house of the turnpike. From 
thence it proceeds in the road to the foot of Bunker Hill 
street, up the same to the reservoir on the summit. — 

By my surveys the top of the reservoir on Bunker Hill is 
fixed at 98,961 feet above the coping of the Dry Dock in 
the Navy Yard ; and the surface of the water in Spot Pond is 
found to be 138,961 feet above the same base, giving a fall of 
40 feet from the Pond to the reservoir. As it is the intention 
to make a reservoir of the whole of Spot Pond, and to draw 
the water of the same down eight feet, if required, the head 
at the lowest stage of the Pond would be thirty two feet. 

The following are the depths of some of the principal 
points in the city below Spot Pond reservoir, on Bunker 
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Hill, calculated from the levels of the same in Mr. Baldwin’s 
report to the Jamaica Pond Corporation.

The distance from the dam to the reservoir on Bunker 
is exactly five miles. In order to ensure the delivery 
of from 24 to 3 millions gallons per day, and for reasons con- 
nected with the future introduction of Mystic Pond, I have 
estimated on the size of a pipe to discharge four millions gal- 
lons per day. Experienced engineers always increase the 
quantity required, one third or one half, in their calculations

From the above formula, we find a pipe 1,849 feet, or say 
22 inches diameter, would be sufficient for our purpose. 

From the reservoir, I should recommend two mains, each 
18 inches in diameter, laid through Eden and Main streets, 
Charlestown, to Warren Bridge, a distance of 4,700 feet, 
crossing the same to the city. The length of Warren bridge 
is 1594 feet, from abutment to abutment. Crossing the 
bridge by pipes may be effected in various ways, all simple 
and easy of construction, without detriment either to the 
mains, navigation or travel over the same. One reason for 
preferring two mains is based on a remark in a letter to me, 
by F. Graff, Esq., Superintendent of the Philadelphia Water 
Works. Mr. G. says, ‘* Mr. Walker of London, calculat- 
ed that under a head of 56 feet from our reservoir to the sum- 
mit of our city, 8,000,000 gallons would flow through a 20 
inch main in 24 hours. No doubt this result would take 
place, if the pipe was allowed to be open the whole time, 
and the flow to be constant for the 24 hours ;_ but this is not 
the case with water works where the water only gains an in- 
crease of velocity in the pipes, in proportion to the quantity 
used. In Philadelphia, at times of large fires, I have seen 
15 or 20 hoses attached. The flow of water from them at 
first, is very tardy, and until the velocity of water increases 
in the mains to the increase of consumption required, it takes 
two or three hoses to supply a fire engine, when after the 
water in the main gets its speed, one hose is sufficient. 
From these causes, the calculations and formulas fail, and as 
Mr. Walker says, to overcome this, the only means is to make 
the mains large enough. When the draft of water is great in 
our city, say 4,000,000 gallons per day, the main calculated 
to give 8,000,000 gallons fails, and the effect of head be- 
comes much weakened, and in high sections of the city the 
flow from hydrants is very slow. To obviate this difficulty, 
we have added another main of 20 inches. In cities, to save 
expense, small pipes are frequently laid. This is generally 
done by mistaken calculations that if a main be 20 inches, 4 
branch pipes of ten inches must be sufficient, as they are 


Se, So. 
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equal in area to the main, when perhaps to these latter pipes, 
of 10 inches, there may be 40 or 50 lateral pipes attached of 
double the area of the main. Consequently, if possible, they 
would give a double supply of water. On this account, I 
carry large feeders from the main to the distant lateral pipes. 
It is owing to this system our head is kept uniformly good in 
every section of the city.” 


Mode of introducing the Water of Mystic Pond. 


During extreme high tides the fresh water flowing down 
the outlet of Mystic Pond meets the salt water coming up, 
and at times the water at the lower extremity of the pond is 
slightly affected by the sea. By raising a dam at the outlet 
to the height of Mr. Bacon’s mill dam, any further admixture 
will be effectually prevented. In order to ascertain to what 
amount the water at the outlet was affected, I procured a 
sample therefrom which is marked G, in Dr. Jackson’s an- 
alysis. ‘The same will be found on reference thereto to be 
very slight. The purity of the waters of Spot and Mystic 
Ponds will be better understood by comparison with those 
introduced into some other cities. 

41,666 grains of Spot Pond water yield one grain of solid 
matter. 

27,397 grains of Mystic Pond water yield one grain of 
solid matter. 

16,826 grains of water of Croton River, the source of 
supply for the City of New York, yield one grain of solid 
matter. 

6,666 grains of Verulam and Wandle water, the rivers 
proposed by the late Mr. Telford for a further supply of the 
City of London, produce one grain of solid matter. 

It will be perceived from the above, that in the same quan- 
tity of Spot Pond and Croton River waters, the former con- 
tains but one third the foreign matter of the latter ; also in the 
same quantities of Mystic Pond and Croton River, the former 
contains but one half the foreign matter of the latter. Spot 
Pond is to London water in point of purity as 7 to 1, and 
Mystic Pond to London water as 9 to 2. Should the city 
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resolve to bring water from these sources, we might boast 
with some truth of being supplied with pure water. 

By raising a dam at Mystic Pond, the same would be in- 
creased in extent 130 acres ; which added to the present area 
would be equivalent to 357.89 acres. 

The route proposed for a conduit from Mystic Pond is de- 
noted on the map by a blue line. Commencing at the pro- 
posed dam near the road to West Cambridge ; it crosses the 
low ground in a southern direction until] it meets the Mystic 
Pond outlet a short distance west of the Middlesex Canal : 
crossing these waters by iron pipes under the bed of thie 
stream, it reaches the Middlesex Canal, through which it is 
laid, and under the Lowell Rail Road which crosses the ca- 
nal at this point. Ata proper distance from the Rail Road 
bridge it curves to the east and leaves the canal. From this 
last point it continues through good ground, about parallel 
with the canal, crossing the Medford road to Winter Hill, 
and entering the Medford ‘Turnpike at the foot of the locks 
of the Branch Canal from the Middlesex to Medford River. 
Thence by gentle flexures, it follows the foot of the slope of 
the towing bank of the Middlesex Canal over hard clay 
ground throughout the remaining distance of the canal to the 
Main Street in Charlestown. Continuing through the Main 
Street a short distance, it curves around the base of Bunker 
Hill to the well of the steam engine house on a wharf pro- 
posed to be built out at this point; the distance from the dam 
being 26500 feet. ‘The conduit I should recommend of 
brick masonry, laid in hydraulic cement, three feet in diam- 


eter ; which would be a sufficient size to ensure any supply 


that ever would be required. 

The size of the engine wells, pumps ‘and mains to the re- 
servoir may be such as may be hereafter deemed expedient. 
A wharf on the east side of the hill will not only afford great 
facilities for vessels to land anthracite coal; but a great con- 
venience in having the same at the furnace mouth without any 
‘expense of teaming. ‘The proposed reservoir is situated be- 
tween the engine house and the Spot Pond reservoir on the

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summit of the hill, at a height of fifty-eight feet above the 
coping of the Dry Dock, and sixty feet above high tides. 
The main from this reservoir into the city would be connect- 
ed with one of the mains proceeding from the upper reser- 
voir ; which main would, of course, be first detached from all 
communication with the upper reservoir. As Spot Pond 
would then supply the high service, the residue of the water, 
beyond what was required for the elevated portion of the city, 
should be made to flow over a waste weir into the lower 
(Mystic Pond) reservoir, and thus all the water of Spot 
Pond would be effectually disposed of in the supply of the 
high and low services. Then, as the consumption increased 
more or less, the balance would be supplied from Mystic 
Pond: but no expenditure is necessary at present to introduce 
Mystic Pond, nor would any be required for many years. 
When the time shall arrive that the waters of Spot Pond are 
insufficient to supply the increasing wants of the city, the 
above system may be adopted.

I have made no calculations of the cost of pipes and other 
requisites for distribution ; as my instructions confined me to 
the cost of works to the Boston side of Warren bridge. 
This would not be an immediate expenditure of much amount 
- of money, but would increase in proportion to the consump- 
tion, and must require very nearly the same investment of 
capital for any other project for supplying the city. This 
subject I shall attend to at any future time committee 
may desire.

The first wheel and pump of the Fairmount Works was 
started July 1, 1822. Since the operation of the works 
commenced, a period of fourteen years, we perceive the 
extent of consumption in the city amounts to 2,255,033 gal- 
lons per day. ‘Therefore if it has taken this time for a pop- 
ulation double that of Boston, to use but the above amount 
of 2,225,033 gallons, may we not infer many years will 
elapse ere the city of Boston would consume an equal amount, 
with fewer facilities for distribution at the commencement, 
than were possessed by her sister city, Philadelphia. As 
different persons would differ in opinion as to the extent of 
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time, and as it would be a difficult and intricate calculation, 
to ascertain the same to any degree of certainty, I shall 
leave this point to the judgment of the gentlemen composing 
the committee on this subject. 

I have deemed it proper to add a calculation of the power 
and expense of fuel to raise 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 millions gallons — 
100 feet high per day ; for the purpose of comparison with 
the cost of works to bring into the city at once, and at a large 
expenditure of capital, the amount of five millions gallons, a 
sufficient quantity for a future period.

The above when compared with the cost of construction 
and yearly expense of any other project for supplying the city 
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with water, will afford a practical demonstration of a principle 
advanced in the former part of my report; viz. that so long 
as the cost of introduction from time to time, is in proportion 
to the consumption, no part of the capital is unproductive, or 
in other words, there will be no portion of the same expend- 
ed, on which compound interest in eleven years and simple 
interest in sixteen years will amount to a sum equal to the 
principal. 

I have made no estimates of the cost of attendance, oiling 
and repairs of the steam engines, as these are small items of 
expense, and the number of persons employed would be 
about the same in any other system of water works. This 
of course would depend in a measure on the mode of con- 
struction of the conduit to the city, as iron pipes and brick 
masonry do not require such attention to be kept in repair 
and free from foreign matter, as open or covered canals con- 
structed of earth embankments and rough stone walls laid 
without cement. Jf it is an object to obtain the water in its 
pure state, as it is delivered from the pond or natural reser- 
voir, an iron pipe or aqueduct of masonry laid in hydraulic 
lime is certainly preferable to an open or covered canal of the 
above kind, which experience has taught, becomes a recepta- 
cle of animal and vegetable matter, from its communication 
with the surrounding earth. | 

In my mind no further evidence is necessary to prove that 
even an investment of capital in steam works alone would be 
extremely profitable ; and this point settled, the inhabitants of 
any large town ought not to hesitate to supply themselves 
with an abundance of this great promoter of health, and _pro- 
tector against the ravages of that devouring element, which 
has so lately swept from existence, in a neighboring city, an 
amount of property sufficient for the completion of three such 
water projects as that from Croton River. 

It was my intention to have offered a few remarks on the 
importance of fresh water to our city, but as our well water 
is notoriously bad, as the introduction of coal has render- 
ed our rain water totally unfit for domestic purposes ; as

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the best processes of filtration will not destroy its smoky 
taste and effluvia; and as those inhabitants who for many 
years drank rain water caught in cisterns and filtered, arenow 
obliged to resort to wells ; the inconvenience and injury to 
health, so palpable and increasing daily, are the best and 
strongest evidences of the necessity of introduction of one 
of Heaven’s greatest blessings, PURE WATER.

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Analysis of Spot Pond water by Dr. C. T. Jackson, in 
1834, extracted from his Report. 


A. The water in this bottle contains a few minute floc- 
culi, but is otherwise transparent and colorless. It contains 
a few oval shaped animalculi with antenne and a tail of a 
minute size, which move with great velocity by starts, through 
the liquid. Specific gravity—1.003 pure water being—1. 

5000 grains distilled, and the evaporation finished in a 
watch glass over sulphuric acid covered with a bell glass ; 
there remained a brown residue=0.12 grs. which when 
burned, gave odor of vegetable matter, and left a grey ash » 
consisting of lime aud silex—0.01 grs. | 

Ist. The water was now tested with a solution of Nitrate 
of silver in pure water. No precipitate took place, until the 
test tube was exposed to sun light, when the solution changed 
to a brown color, and a black precipitate subsided to the 
bottom of the glass. This indicates organic, vegetable 
matter. 

2d. Tested with oxalate of ammonia. No precipitate : 
hence contains no salt or lime. 

3d. Tested with muriate of barytes. No precipitate : 
hence does not contain any sulphate. 

4th. Tested with ferro cyanate of potash. No precipi- 
tate : hence does not contain any salt of iron. 

5th. ‘Tested with hydro sulphate of ammonia. © No pre- 
cipitate. | 

6th. Tested with lime water. No precipitate: hence 
does not contain any carbonic acid. 

7th. ‘Tested with a solution of soap in alcohol. No pre- 
cipitate takes place, and when shaken, it froths well ; hence 
is well adapted for washing. 
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Chemical Analysis of seven specimens of water for R. H. 
Eddy, Esq. Engineer. By C. T. Jackson, M. D. 


Boston, January 21st and 23d. Mr. Kddy sent me seven 
bottles of water for chemical examination, the object of the 
analysis being to ascertain their relative purity and fitness for 
domestic use. 

The localities from whence the water was taken are to me 
unknown. 

Each specimen was designated by a mark, referring to the 
Engineer’s notes. ‘These marks are the alphabetical letters, 
B, C, D, E, F, G and H. Having entered the marks in the 
same regular order in.my note book, I began the analysis and 
continued them in the same successive order. 

In the first place, I noticed their physical properties, such 
as color, clearness, transparency, and remarked on the exist- 
ence or not of animalculi, flocculi, of vegetable matter, &c. 
Then I took the specific gravity of each specimen, operating 
on a sufficient quantity to insure accuracy. Jor this purpose 
a specific gravity bottle was constructed of thin glass, capa- 
ble of holding exactly 1000 grains of distilled water at 60° 
Fahrenheit ; and when this bottle was filled with the water in 
question at the same temperature, its specific gravity could be 
easily learned by comparing its weight with 1000 the weight 
of the same bulk of pure water. 

After noticing the specific gravity, a portion of each kind 
of water under examination was tested by means of nitrate of 
silver dissolved in distilled water ; then by a solution of oxa- 
late of Ammonia, and by means of Acetate of Baryta, ‘Tinc- 
ture of nut-galls. Ferro Cyanate of Potash, lime water 
and tincture of soap and Litmus paper. By means of these 
tests, the presence of the usual impurities, such as Chloride 
of sodium (common salt,) Chloride of calcium (muriate of 
lime,) lime, Sulphate of lime, or any sulphate and salts of 
iron could be easily detected if present in the water. When 
_ water containing vegetable matter, such as Ulmine, is treated © 
with a solution of Nitrate of silver and then exposed to sun 
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light, a beautiful red precipitate of Ulmate of silver is formed. 
Lime water serves to detect the presence of carbonic acid. 
Tincture of soap when it does not give any precipitate, shows 
that the water is ‘‘ soft’? and fit for washing. Litmus paper 
serves to detect the presence of any free acid. 

Portions of the water were then reduced in bulk by evap- 
oration, and again tested in the same manner. In order to 
determine the quantity of foreign matter in the water, ten 
thousand grains of the water were distilled, and when reduced 
to small bulk by this process, the evaporation was finished 
by placing the residue in small glass evaporating capsules, and 
exposing them to a dessiccating atmosphere, by means of a 
glass bell inverted over concentrated sulphuric acid ; the cap- 
sules being supported over the acid, and the common atmos- 
phere being excluded, by means of mercury surrounding the 
bottom of the bell glass. By this process, the last portions 
of water were removed from the extract, without the appli- 
cation of -heat, so that no decomposition of the vegetable 
matter was produced. 

The dry residue obtained from each specimen of water 
was weighed in the capsule, and then carefully removed for 
ultimate analysis ; the loss in weight, after removing it from 
the capsule indicating its quantity. 

Some of the dry extracts were then analyzed by means of 
the deut-oxide of copper, in the usual way ; by heating to red- 
ness in a green glass tube and collecting the water and gases 
evolved by combustion. By this process, an ultimate analy- 
sis of the organic matter was obtained. Other portions of 
dry extract were burned alone on a plate of platina, and the 
residue of combustion was then analyzed. ‘The odor of the’ 
matter while burning, indicated the nature of the organic 
matter. 
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Analysis, with Remarks. 


B. Water clear and colorless contains a few animalcult, 
which, according to the opinion of an excellent entomologist, 
Dr. Gould, are a species of Cyclops, a crustaceous animal- 
culi. ‘They are very common in lake and river water, and 
unless very abundant, cannot be supposed to impair its 
qualities. | 

C. Water slightly colored yellow ; a few particles of 
vegetable matter and flocculi of a white color are present. 
A few animalculi like those in B. also exist in this water. 

D. Water slightly yellow. Contains numerous animalculi. 

EK. Water very slightly tinged with yellow; contains a 
few animalculi. 

IF. Water clear, colorless ; no animalculi present. 

—G. Water clear, colorless ; no sediment, no animalculi. 

H. Water colorless ; white flocculi, numerous animalculi, 
like those before mentioned, are present.

B. No immediate precipitate : turns bright red on expos- 
ure to the sun’s light ; from which it is evident that no muri- 
ate exists in the water, but that it contains vegetable matter. 
Ulmine. - 

C. No immediate precipitate : turns red on exposure to 
light. 

D. No immediate precipitate: turns red on’ exposure to 
light. 
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E. No immediate precipitate : turns red on exposure to 
light. 

IF’. No immediate precipitate: turns red on exposure to 
light. 

G. Slight white precipitate : becomes black by exposure 
to light ; contains a muriate in small quantity, ulmiue and ani- 
mal organic matter.

Each specimen of water tested by means of a solution of 
Oxalate of Ammonia, none of them gave any precipitate, 
hence do not contain salts of lime. 

When tested by means of a solution of Acetate of Baryta, 
none of the specimens of water gave any precipitate, hence 
they do not contain any Sulphate of any base. 

Tested by means of Tincture of nut galls, and by means 
of a solution of Ferro Cyanate of potassa, no precipitate en- 
sues, hence the water does not contain any salt of Iron. 

Lime water does not produce any turbidness, hence no 
carbonic acid, in a free state, exists in the water. 

Tincture of soap does not render the water turbid, and 
when shaken the water froths perfectly well, hence the water 
is soft and suitable for washing. 

Litmus paper is not changed in color by the water, hence 
no free acid is present. 

In order to determine the quantity of foreign matter, in 
each specimen of the water in question, 10000 grains were 
distilled in a glass retort, and the dry extract obtained by 
slow evaporation, in a desiccating atmosphere. ‘The dry 
residue weighed by substitution, as follows,

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The dry extract obtained from water marked B, was -mix- 
ed with deut-oxide of copper, introduced into a green glass 
tube, closed at one extremity, the other being drawn out, and 
introduced into a small glass globe, from the other side of 
which a smal] tube passed, and bent at right angles, was in- 
troduced into a small bottle of pure caustic potash in solution. 
The tube being heated, the oxygen of the oxide of copper, 
combined with the hydrogen and carbon of the organic mat- 
ter ; water was produced which was condensed in the globe 
by application of ice. The carbonic acid gas passed into the 
solution of potash and was absorbed. No other gas except- 
ing oxygen was extricated. Hence the organic matter con- 
sisted of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen, the elements of 
Ulmine. It was impossible to determine their relative pro- 
portions in so minute a quantity of organic matter. 

The other extracts were burned alone on a plate of platina. 

C. 0.6 grains burned with odor of vegetable matter, and 
left 0.3 grains grey ashes, consisting of lime,.oxide of iron, 
and silica, a trace. 

D. 0.6 grains treated in the same manner, gave odor of 
vegetable matter, and left a minute quantity of lime, oxide of 
iron and potash. | 

KE. 0.2 grains burned with odor of vegetable matter, and 
left a trace of lime and oxide of iron. 

IF’. 0.5 grains burned in same manner, with similar re- 
sults. 

G. 2.0 grains burned with odor of vegetable and animal 
matter, and left ashes, consisting of lime, oxide of iron, sul- 
phate of lime, chloride of sodium (salt) potash and phosphate 
of lime. 

H. 0.36 grains burned with vegetable odor, with same 
results as EK. : 

We may then conclude that the specimens of water marked 
C, E, F and H, are the purest of those submitted to me for 
analysis ; B and D are next in order, but G is too impure to 
be desirable. E is the purest of all the specimens. H and 
F stand next in value. F will doubtless be preferred, on ac- 
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count of the absence of animalculi, and it is of sufficient chem- 
ical purity for every domestic use. 

It will be at once perceived, that every kind of water you 
sent me, will answer perfectly well for washing and for ordi- 
nary use ; yet, those kinds that are the purest, will be pre- 
ferred for drinking, and other things being equal, they should 
be chosen to supply the wants of our citizens. 

The vegetable matter which exists in all the specimens of 
water above analyzed, is one of the common impurities of 
lake water ; and is derived from the vegetable matter in and 
around the lakes ; it is not considered injurious in any way 
to health. It is entirely destitute of taste or odor, and is 
only detected by delicate chemical tests. 

I have now only to remark, that it is very desirable that 
pure water should be brought into the City of Boston, for 
the purpose of supplying the citizens with an abundant source 
of wholesome and palatable drink; as also for the purposes of 
washing and keeping the streets clean, besides affording an 
abundant supply for quenching the ravages of fire. It is well 
known that our city suffers much from want of an abundant 
supply of pure water. All the members of the Boston Medi- 
cal Association have declared it to be their opinion, that such 
a supply is urgently demanded, and that many diseases are 
altogether unmanageable while the people are obliged to make 
use of such impure water as is now generally drank. 

I feel deeply interested in this subject, and have made 
numerous chemical analyses of Boston well water, in order 
to estimate the amount of impurities drank by our citizens; 
and I feel no hesitation in expressing it as my opinion, that 
if the use of Boston well water is persevered in for years, it 
will have the effect to undermine the most robust constitu- 
tion, and will eventually render us a more sickly people than 
we are at present. 

It appears to me that the ‘‘ care worn expression” which 
strangers remark in the countenances of Bostonians is to be 
imputed, in a great measure, to the disorders produced by 
the action of impure water in their constitutions. No reme- 
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dy can. be found so efficient as a copious supply of lake wa- 
ter, from sources in the neighborhood of our city. 

If the ancient Romans were able to construct massive 
brick aqueducts, extending across their marshes and plains, for 
15 or 20 miles ; I should think that the enlightened moderns 
might, with their abundant resources, and the use of cheap 
iron pipes, feel capable of supplying themselves with this most 
important of all necessaries of life, eveu though they were 
obliged to construct an aqueduct of twenty miles extent.

LETTER FROM GEORGE ODIORNE, ESQ. 


Boston, May 30th, 1836. 

Rozsert H. Eppy, Ese. ; 

Srr,—In compliance with your request of yesterday, I 
have the pleasure to state that the proprietors of Spot Pond 
derive their title to it from an original and unconditional grant 
of the General Court of the Province of Massachusetts Bay 
in the year 1640. Said grant was for 500 acres ; to include 
the great swamp and pond lying in Charlestown, (now Stone- 
ham.) 

The same year, Thomas Coitmore, the grantee, erected a 
temporary dam across the outlet, by which he raised the 
water to the height of nine feet above its usual level, and 
built a corn-mill upon the stream. Very soon after this, Mr. 
Coitmore died and his widow inherited the estate. During 
her widowhood the dam became leaky, and by the consequent 
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waste of water, many acres around the pond were laid bare, 
and soon yielded large crops of hay. In 1650, the widow 
married John Coggin, who repaired the dam and restored the 
water to its former height. ‘The abuttors, being displeased 
with the loss of what they called: ‘‘ their meadows,’’? com- 
menced suits at law for the recovery of them, but were de- 
feated ; they then prosecuted for damages by flowing, and 
were defeated. They then committed various trespasses, by 
obstructing the stream issuing from the pond, and by making 
breaches in the dam to the injury of the mill owners, and for 
these trespasses they had to pay damages. They then pe- 
titioned the Governor and Council for redress, alleging that 
the dam at Spot Pond had been raised above its original 
height, whereby their meadows were overflowed to their 
injury, and prayed that viewers might be appointed to examine 
the respective claims of the parties, and report thereon. 
The prayer of this petition was granted, and the examination 
resulted in establishing what should be considered as the high 
water mark. A hole was accordingly drilled in a permanent 
rock near the water’s edge, and at the height agreed on, 
which hole has been for more than a hundred years a standing 
umpire between the parties. See Sullivan’s Land Titles, 
page 280. 

The present owners of the pond have in their possession 
authenticated copies of all the transfers of the premises, 
whether by deed or will, and also of all the decisions of courts 
in relation to the pond since its grant to Coitmore, and they 
know of no adverse claim: but that they enjoy the exclusive 
right to use the waters thereof in any way they please. 

Any other information I may possess, I shall cheerfully 
communicate, if needed.

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AN ACT 
To incorporate the Boston Hydraulic Company. 


BE it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : 

Section 1. William Sullivan, Daniel P. Parker, Caleb 
Eddy, their associates and successors, are hereby made a 
Corporation, by the name of the Boston Hydraulic Company, 
with all the powers and privileges, and subject to all the 
duties, liabilities and provisions contained in the forty-fourth 
chapter of the Revised Statutes, passed on the fourth day of 
November, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-five. 

Sect. 2. The capital stock of said Company shall con- 
sist of one thousand shares, and no assessment shall be laid 
thereon of a greater amount in the whole, than one thousand 
dollars on each share. 

Sect. 3. The said Corporation may purchase, take and 
hold in fee simple, or for any less estate, any lands, neces- 
sary for the objects of this act, and for the convenient man- 
agement of the concerns of said Company, not exceeding in 
value the sum of two hundred thousand dollars, and may take 
any ponds or lands covered with water, situated northwardly 
of Charles River, and within twelve miles of the City of Bos- 
ton, for the purpose of conducting water therefrom through 
the town of Charlestown, in the county of Middlesex, and 
into and through the City of Boston; and to this end, may 
take and hold any lands necessary for laying aqueducts, form- 
ing reservoirs, and any flats flowed by tide waters, which 
may be required to carry the objects of this act into effect, 
and may erect such wharves and other buildings as such Cor- 
poration may find expedient, and establish such steam en- 
gines, and other machinery as may be necessary for the pur- 
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poses aforesaid, and if the proprietors of lands which said 
Corporation may take at or near ponds or elsewhere, for the 
purpose of laying pipes or conductors of water, constructing 
reservoirs, wharves or other buildings, or for the protection 
of the ponds whence water is to be taken or drawn by said 
Company, do not agree with said Company on the price to 
be paid therefor, any such proprietor may have the damages 
assessed in the same manner as is provided in the one hun- 
dred and sixteenth chapter of the Revised Statutes, passed 
on the fourth day of November, in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-five ; and the said Corporation in all 
cases, where it does not acquire title to any land by volun- 
tary conveyance, shall cause a certificate describing the land 
so taken, to be signed by the President of said Company and 
recorded in the Registry of Deeds of the county in which - 
the land lies. 

Sect. 4. The said Corporation may erect dams at the 
outlets of any ponds, which said Corporation may take pur- 
suant to the provisions of this act; and if any person shall 
thereby be deprived of water which has been accustomed to 
flow through or over his land ; or if any land of any person 
shall be flowed by means of raising the water by such dam, 
the party so injured may recover reasonable damages therefor 
in the manner provided by the preceding section. 

Sect. 5. The said Corporation is hereby authorized and 
empowered to lay its pipes or aqueducts, under or over any 
rail road, canal, high-way, or street, provided always, that 
the same be done in such manner as -not to obstruct or im- 
pede the passing thereon ; and said Corporation may lay its 
pipes and aqueducts under or near Warren Bridge now 
erected across Charles River, from the town of Charlestown 
to the City of Boston, through the whole length of said 
bridge and its abutments; Provided always, that the same be 
so done as not to impede or obstruct the convenient passing 
of said bridge, and provided also, that in laying said pipes 
and aqueducts, or in the use or repair thereof from time to 
time, no damage or injury shall be done to said bridge ; and 
provided further, that the pipes or aqueducts be so laid in 
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Charles River as not to obstruct or impede the free passage 
of any vessel thereon. 

Sect. 6. The said Corporation in laying its pipes or 
aqueducts through the high-ways and streets of the town of 
Charlestown and in the City of Boston, and in repairing such 
pipes and aqueducts from time to time, shall not unnecessa- 
rily obstruct such high-ways and streets; and in every case 
of the removal of any earth or pavement in any such high- 
way or street, the said Corporation shall cause the earth to 
be replaced and the pavement to be laid anew, so that such , 

‘high-way or street shall be in as good condition as the same 
were in before such removal. 

Secr. 7. In the laying and construction of the pipes or 
aqueducts which may be laid in the town of Charlestown and 
in the City of Boston, the same shall be so laid and con- 
structed that water can be drawn therefrom for the extinguish- 
ment of fires and to be used by the persons: thereto author- 
ized by the town of Charlestown, and by the City of Boston 
respectively, and free access to the water in such pipes and 
aqueducts shall be had whenever the same shall be laid within 
the City of Boston, and within that part of the town of 
Charlestown lying within or eastwardly of the neck so called; 
and the said town and city shall have the right at their own 
cost respectively, to place fire-plugs and all proper and neces- 
sary fixtures therefor upon any pipes or aqueducts of said 
Corporation, and at as many different places in the several 
highways and streets as the Selectmen of the said town and 
the Mayor and Aldermen of the said city shall deem needful 
for the purpose of drawing water for the extinguishment of 
any fires which may happen in said town or city, Provided, 
that the said fire-plugs and fixtures shall not be used for the 
purpose of drawing water from said pipes for any other use 
than for the extinguishment of fires, and‘shall be so con- 
structed as to prevent the water in the pipes from running to 
waste, and the said Corporation shall not demand or receive 
any compensation for water taken for the extinguishment of 
fires as aforesaid. 

Sect. 8. If any person shall wilfully, and maliciously, 
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defile, corrupt or make impure any pond or ponds, used by 
said Corporation as aforesaid, or destroy or injure any dam, 
pipe, aqueduct, machinery or other property of said Corpora- 
tion, such person and all who shall aid or abet in’ such tres- 
pass, shall forfeit to the use of the said Company for every 
such offence treble the amount of damages which shall appear 
on the trial to have been sustained thereby, and may further 
be punished by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, or 
may be imprisoned for a term not exceeding one year. 

Sect. 9. The said Corporation is hereby empowered to 
sell the privilege of using the water which may be conducted 
from the ponds as aforesaid to any Corporation, person or 
persons, said contracts to continue for no longer term than 
three years, provided that no compensation shall be taken for 
the use thereof for the extinguishment of fires as aforesaid ; 


and the said Corporation may make all reasonable rules and 


regulations, as to the manner and the times in which said 
water may be taken and used. 

Secor. 10. Whenever the said Corporation shall have ap- 
propriated any pond or ponds, or any lands, which it may 
deem necessary and proper for carrying the purposes of this 
act into effect, no other corporation, person or persons, shall 
enter upon such pond or ponds, or land for the purpose of 
conducting the waters in such pond or ponds, or any streams 
connected therewith into the City of Boston or town of 
Charlestown ; nor draw the same out of said pond or ponds 
for any purpose whatsoever ; but such waters shall be and 
remain to and for the use of said Corporation, so long as said 
Corporation shall supply the town of Charlestown and the 
City of Boston with water from said ponds according to the 
true intent and meaning of this act. 

Srcer. 11. The said Corporation shall cause a true and 
faithful record of its proceedings, and just and accurate ac- 
counts, to be kept, which books and accounts shall be subject 
at all times, to the inspection of any committee appointed by 
the General Court, or by a committee appointed by the City 
Council of Boston and all officers and agents of said Corpo- 


ration shall be liable to examination on oath by either of said 
committees. 
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Sror. 12. The City of Boston shall have the right to. 
subscribe [in common with others] for one third part of the 
shares in said Corporation, or any less proportion thereof ; 
and the said city may at any time purchase of the said 
Corporation, their franchise and all their personal and real 
property by paying therefor such a sum as together with 
their receipts will reimburse the whole amount expended 
with an annual interest of ten per cent.; and from and after 
the execution and delivery of the conveyance and transfer 
aforesaid, the said City of Boston shall have all the right. 
and be subject to all the duties in this act expressed as to 
said Corporation, and especially as to continuing the sup- 
ply of water to the town of Charlestown. 

Sect. 13. If the said Corporation shall not have begun 
to carry this act into effect by actually laying pipes and aque- 
ducts within three years from the passing of this act; or if 
the whole of the works necessary to bring water into the City 
of Boston shall have not been completed and put to that use 
within six years after the passing of this act, then and in 
either of said cases, this act shall be void. 

Sect. 14. This act shall be void unless the City Coun- 
cil of the City of Boston shall within four months after the 
passage thereof declare by vote their assent thereto, and if 
such assent be obtained, this act and an attested copy of 
the record of such assent shall be recorded in the registry of 
deeds for the County of Suffolk.

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REDUCTION OF THE CITY DEBT. 
Auditor’s Office, Dec. 15th, 1836. 


The Auditor of Accounts is required, by Ordinance, to 
lay before the City Council, annually, a statement of the op- 
erations of the Committee on the Reduction of the City Debt. 
The mode heretofore adopted by the City Council, of author- 
izing specific Loans for the purpose of meeting such portions 
of the City Debt as fell due within the year, was abandoned 
two years since ;—and Loans have since been authorized for 
the general purposes of the year, including the liquidation of 
such portions of the Debt as may come to maturity. This 
course has so far mingled the transactions in relation to the 
payment of the funded Debt with other financial operations of 
the City Government, as to render it somewhat difficult to 
state any distinct account with the Committee who have that 
particular subject in charge. ‘The new arrangement of the 
accounts of Income and Expenditure, as made in this Keport, 
giving all the receipts and payments under their respective 
heads, renders the statement of the account of this Committee 
of less importance, probably, than informer years.
